Army Bans Attempts 
To Sway Legislators 


CARRYING virtually the same pro- 
hibition against “group legislative 
activities” as did the ALNAV mes- 
sage issued by Secretary Adams on 
May 18, the Adjutant General’s office 
of the War Department on July 1 
sent out a circular letter peremp- 
torily ordering the cessation of any 
existing activities by any group of of- 
ficers intended to influence legislation. 
This action was not unexpected and 
in fact it has been predicted that Sec- 
retary Good“would take steps to put an 
end to growing tendency in the serv- 
ice toward class legislation. Conflict- 
ing interests within the Army have 
made almost impossible the passage of 
bills of general interest where pay and 
promotion are involved. 
Held as Interference 
Efforts at the last session to secure 
passage of the promotion measure were 
nullified’ by the pressure brought to 
bear by different groups in the serv- 
ice, each striving to protect its own 
interest. The same situation has 
handicapped attempts to get together 
on a revised pay schedule and “for the 








good of the Service” departmental 
heads decided this latest action was im- 
perative. 


As is the case in the Navy, no dis- 
ciplinary action is contemplated for 
past violations of regulations, the or- 
der being intended to put an immediate 
stop to such practices. Under the reg- 
ulations “efforts to influence legisla- 
tion” except through regular military 
channels are forbidden and violations 
of this “will be noted in the military 
records of those concerned.”

Minor Details Delay 
Report of Pay Board

N full accord on all major principles, 

and help up merely by minor details, 
the Interdepartmental Pay Board at its 
session on Friday, July 12, postponed 
final action for one week. 

Under the agreement reached by the 
full board last week, the drafting com- 
mittee worked out its report on officers’ 
pay, but the meeting of the board 
scheduled for July 10 was postponed 
two days while certain differences were 
ironed out. 

During the two-hour session yester- 
day the board found itself in ‘unani- 
mous accord so far as all the major 
phases of the report were concerned. 
Certain changes in phraseology were 
considered advisable, and the board ad- 
journed until next Friday in order to 
give the committee a chance to redraft 
the wording of its report. 


Definite Schedule Seen 

In the report in its final form will 
be a definite schedule of pay for all 
classes of personnel in the six Services 
affected and it will include also a tenta- 
tive draft of legislation necessary for 
an upward revision of the existing pay 
laws. 

As pointed out in recent issues of the 
Journal the agreement reached, repre- 
senting as it does a compromise of the 
diametrically opposite viewpoipts of 
the different branches, will not meet 
with the undivided approval of all the 
personnel of the Services involved. 
Necessarily, it does not represent the

initial viewpoint of any of the repre- 
sentatives of the six Services on the 
board, but is a concensus of opinion 
which the board feels will do justice 
to all. During its long deliberation, the 
board considered commissioned officers, 
warrant officers, nurses and enlisted 
men, and the report recommends a pay 
schedule for each. Retired personnel 
and the personnel of the National 
Guard and Reserve Forces have not 
been overlooked and recommendations 
to improve the pay situation as it af- 
fects them will be included. 


Living Cost Considered 
In making its decision, the board 
drafted the schedule with a view to the 
duties and responsibilities and worth 
to the Government of the personnel, as 
well as the changed economic condi- 
tions as they have affected salaries and 


actual cost of living. 

The board expects to take final ac- 
tion at its next session and immediate- 
ly submit its report to the heads of the 
different Services. At present the 
board does not contemplate making 
public its proposed pay schedules un- 
til the Department heads have an op- 
portunity to study the report, and au- 
thorize its publication. 

The board is understood to believe

Time Extension Opposed 


H R. 1210, which would provide for

to H. R. 1210,” the Secretary wrote,

do so would in my opinion lower the 
high standards of awards and would 


' undoubtedly detract from the value of 


the decorations already awarded. It 
should be borne in mind that it is hu- 
man to megnify services after the lapse 
of a period of years.

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Editors Differ On Denial Of Citizenship To MacIntosh 





EDITORIAL opinion differs widely upon the case of the denial of citizenship 
rights to Professor Douglas C. MacIntosh, of Yale Divinity School, a native 
of Canada, who was denied that right by a Federal judge in a Connecticut court 
recently, when he asserted in answer to questions that he would not bear arms 
in the defense of the United States unless he believed the war a just one. Those 
newspapers who agree with the judge that Professor MacIntosh should not be 
allowed rights of citizenship point out that he would be willing to accept the 
rotection and safety that the Constitution affords to the American citizen, but 
be would not be willing to help give that protection in time of national emer- 
gency. Those who disagree with the courts decision take the viewpoint that, in 
face of the improbability of Professor MacIntosh ever being called upon to fight, 
_ whole situation is entirely hypothetical and has no relation to any real prob- 
ems. 


THE Kansas City Star (Independent), believes: “The case of Professor Mac- 
Intosh of Yale Divinity School, who has been denied citizenship by a Fed- 
eral judge of Connecticut, is similar to that of Mrs. Rosika Schwimmer, whose 
citizenship application was passed upon adversely by the United States Su- 
preme Court a few weeks ago. Mrs. Schwimmer had declared her unwilling- 
ness to bear arms in defense of the country, netwithstanding the definite re- 
quirement in that direction as set forth in the oath of citizenship. Professor 
MacIntosh would not pledge himself to ‘defend the United States against all 
enemies.’ * * * The issue, as the court emphasized in the Schwimmer case, is 
the probable influence of that kind of position, especially in the even of con- 
flict. * * * The readiness of Professor MacIntosh to take up arms in a ‘just 
war’ hardly helps the situation. If the individual is left to pass upon the is- 
sue for himself in each case there is established a principle by which each 
person selects the laws he will obey and those he will ignore. With that prin- 
ciple at work there would be no country for anybody to defend.” 

HE New York Sun (Independent Republican), asserts: “* * * Citizens of 

the United States by birth inherit along with the advantages conferred by 
their status certain obligations, among which is that of bearing arms in its 
defense. Generally speaking, all able-bodied citizens between 18 @nd 45 are 
members of the militia; statutory enactments exempt some of them from active 
duty, but these exemptions may be canceled at any time in the wisdom of the 
legislators. The obligation is imposed on the native-born citizen, not assumed 
by him; he must fulfill it or suffer the penalty provided by law. He cannot elect 
to fight or not to fight according to his conception of the morality of his coun- 
try’s cause. To bear arms he must meet the requiremerts of the Government; 
to escape from fighting he must meet its condition. Tlis is not acceptable to 
Dr. MacIntosh. He seeks the benefits of citizenship without its full obligations. 
He says in effect to the Government: ‘I crave your protection; I desire to par- 
ticipate in your councils; but if, while I am enjoying these advantages, your 
Congress decides that your existence is endangered I shall insist on exercising 
my personal judgment as to the righteousness of its contention, and if its cause 
does not appear to me to be morally justified I shall not bear arms in the 
national defense.” 


HE Boston Transcript (Independent Republican), holds: “Professor Douglas 

C. MacIntosh of the Yale Divinity School seems to possess an acute con- 
science in a slightly addled pate. Many high and wide fields of learning he has 
explored, no doubt; yet one or two simple maxims usually found in the curricu- 
lum of the nursery, he does not appear to have mastered. The professor reveals 
for example, a confirmed belief that one can eat one’s cake and have it too. 
* * * Professor MacIntosh seems eager to secure for himself the protection 
of the Constitution. But of what ultimate worth is that protection save as the 
Constitution, in time of national emergency, is supported and defended, if need 
be, by the force of arms? Thausands of American citizens no doubt will hasten 
into the ranks at any future call, as they have ever rallied in the past. Pro- 
fessor MacIntosh would share in the protection afforded all inhabitants by their 
efforts perhaps by their lives. But he would not help give that protection, un- 
less he felt personal approval of every condition which had contributed to the

nation’s emergency. * * * 





HE New York Herald Tribune (Independent Republican), points out: “Pro. 

fessor Douglas Clyde MacIntosh * * * was ordained a Baptist minister in 
1907. Therefore, even under the draft act of the United States in the late 
war, he would have been altogether exempt from military service. Age aside, 
it is almost certain that he would never be called upon to bear arms if a citizen 
of this country. His answers to the questions of the naturalization examiner 
are, therefore, wholly hypothetical. They are the efforts of a candid and sin. 
cere person to bare his soul. They have no relation to any real problem, present 
or future. The first reaction of any American is to applaud such frankness and 
to wish that so honest a mind might be added to the nation’s citizenry. * . 
There is no conceivable danger in admitting to citizenship one doctor of divinity 
of the high type of Dr. MacIntosh. But if the principle of his application were 
upheld, who could come in under it? That is the critical question. Dr. Mac. 
Intosh’s position is nothing more or less than a challenge of the whole Anglo- 
Saxon principle of majority rule. * * * Dr. MacIntosh would be in the United 
States but not of it- He would claim the benefits of citizenship while refusing to 
surrender his will to a majority decision in the case of national life and death, 
Such a position is a negation of citizenship and its general acceptance would 
amount to natonal suicide.” 
THE Baltimore Sun (Independent Democratic) says: “Pacifists and semi- 

pacifists are making life very difficult for Federal judges these days; Madame 
Schwimmer extracted from the United States Supreme Court the doctrine that a 
complete and uncompromising pacifist cannot become an American citizen by 
naturalization. Prof. MacIntosh, of the Yale School of Religion, who fought in 
the last war, has been barred from citizenship by Judge Burrows in a Federal 
court in Connecticut because he says he will not fight unless he thinks the 
hypothetical war a just one. These decisions have aroused a lively debate, the 
preponderance apparently being on the side of the judges. * * * The difficulty 
with the judges and those who agree with them is that they allow their hypo 
thesis to run away with them. It is a matter of small consequence to them if 
an elderly lady refuses to shoot a soldier who was attacking another soldier or 
if a middle-aged pedagogue prefers to insist upon a just war before enlisting, 
But the judges, having got themselves into the difficulty by asking foolish ques- 
tions, immediately picture to themselves a nation of young men of military age 
becoming inconveniently electic as to the justice of wars or forming themselves 
into Schwimmer Veriens for non-resistance.” 


HE Detroit Free Press (Independent), takes this view: “The exclusion from 

citizenship of Dr. Douglas Clyde MacIntosh, for the last twenty years a 
member of the faculty of the Yale Divinity School, is unfortunate and is to be 
regretted, but we do not see how the court could have admitted the man in face 
of his own statement. As in the case of Mme. Schwimmer, the ‘sticker’ was a 
reply to a query regarding the willingness of the applicant to take up arms 
in national defense. Dr. MacIntosh is not a pacifist, but he qualified his ex- 
pression of assent by asserting that he would serve in a just cause, but not in 
an unjust war. * * * Perhaps the doctor does not himself realize the logical 
insulting import of his attitude, but it exists just the same, and the United 
States cannot very well be expected to extend the privileges and protection of 
citizenship to a person * * * who insists upon making a material reservation 
because he lacks faith in it.” 


HE New York Evening Post (Independent) comments: “We are amazed at 

the persistence of one idea concerning the refusal of the Federal courts to 
admit to citizenship Mme. Rosika Schwimmer of Austria and Prof. Douglas C. 
MacIntosh. The idea is that because we already have in the United States men 
and women with the pacifistic ideas of these two applicants, therefore both 
of them should be welcomed with open arms. We cannot see it. We are not at 
all with the Attorney General Palmers or the ‘Jim’ Watsons who want to drive 
out all ‘radicals’ and choke off all new ideas. We have no wish to exterminate 
the Quakers, who do not believe in war. We have sympathy with the various 
women’s organizations which are working for peace. * * * But we cannot com- 
prehend why we should admit to the family people who won’t fight for it simply 
because they want to belong.” 7 











Navy, with the close of the war, forces 
were reduced and the military branches 
were placed on a peace-time status. 

In 1921, when the Bureau of Aero- 
nautics was established and organized, 
the Navy had about 300 Naval aviators, 
4,000 enlisted men and a large number 
of obsolete war-time planes and these 
almost entirely of one type, flying 
boats. This new Bureau was faced 
with the serious and difficult problem 
of rebuilding the post-war organiza- 
tion. It was felt that aviation should 
be put into and made a part of the 
fleet immediately, putting planes on as 
many ships and types of ships as pos- 
sible, and building carriers for this sole 
purpose. This, of course, required new 
and additional types of planes, more 
pilots and trained mechanics. 

Lighter Than Aircraft. 

In the development it was also nec- 
essary to remember the potential value 
of lighter-than-air craft and plan ac- 
cordingly its similar reorganization. 

Keeping these necessities in mind, 
new planes were designed for every 
purpose: steps were taken to enlarge 
the training facilities at Pensacola, 
catapults were designed and ordered for 
every battleship and cruiser, the col- 
lier Jupiter was converted into an air- 
craft carrier, rechristened the Langley, 
the Shenandoah was built. These were 
only a few of the many projects re- 
quired as a beginning in the task 
of instituting the new arm of the Fleet 
—Aviation. 

In 1925, President Coolidge ap- 
pointed a board to decide the best ap- 
plication of aircraft in National De- 
fense. As a result, the Five-year Build- 
ing Program was evolved, which re- 
quired 1,000 modern planes to be on 
hand at the end of that period, with 
sufficient personnel to operate them,

Moffett Reviews Aviation 


| A recent speech before the Inter- 
national Lions Convention at Louis- 
ville, Ky., Rear Adm. William A. Mof- 
fett, Chief of the Bureau of Naval 
Aeronautics, gave an _ {nteresting 
resume of the development of aviation 
since its birth less than twenty years 
ago that has attracted wide-spread 
comment. His deductions, the conser- 
vatism that curbed his enthusiasm and 
the thoroughness with which he cover- 
ed his subject have met with the ex- 
pressed approval of his associates in 
the naval service. 

Admitting the inherent weaknesses 
of airships he nevertheless makes a 
strong case for their value in naval 
operations and makes indirectly a vig- 
orous reply to those critics of our air- 
plane carriers who have been advanc- 
ing the argument that the Saratoga 
and Lexington are “White Elephants.” 

The Journal is printing this speech 
in full, press reports having merely 
carried brief extracts, because it feels 
that the service can benefit from it. 
It represents the view of avia- 
tion held by head of the Navy’s avia- 
tion branch that is in sharp contrast 
to claims that from time to time have 
been advanced by the ultra-enthusiasts. 
The speech follows: 

Text of Speech. 

Not quite twenty years ago the Navy 
Department detailed a Naval officer to 
learn how to fly. That was in 1910. A 
few months later it detailed three more 
and bought three planes. 

The first Navy designed seaplane was 
constructed in 1915. On the date war | 
was declared, 1917, we had one Naval | 
Air Station located at Pensacola, Fla., 
and a total of thirty-eight pilots. Na- 
val aviatiqn was faced with a big 
problem, one of expansion in both ma- 
terial and personnel. Nothing was 
known of quantity production of either 
pilots or planes. At the close of the 
war, however, we had 21 stations in 

















along the lines on which we were al- 
ready working. 

We have now passed the half-way 
mark in this program, the Navy has 
three aircraft carriers In operation in 
the Fleet—the Langley, Lexington and 
Saratoga. Aijircraft are carried on 
thirty-four other combatant ships of 
the Navy. Over 850 modern airplanes, 
designed for every purpose, are in 
commission and lighter-than-air de- 
velopment is progressing satisfactorily. 
Aviation has become a part of the 
Fleet. It has large flying boats for 
patrol and coast defense, bombing and 
torpedo planes with which to launch 
attacks, scouts to aid in its tactical 
maneuvers, observation planes for con- 
trolling gunfire, and fast fighting 
planes, to protect the carriers and other 
aircraft. The performance of these 
planes has been not only noteworthy 
but remarkable. Of the sixty-nine rec- 
ognized airplane world’s _ records, 
twenty- four are held by the United 
States, nimeteen of which were es- 
tablished by the Navy in service type 
planes, that is, by the types used in 
daily operation with the Fleet. 

The Lexington and the Saratoga, the 
two new airplane carriers assigned to 
the Fleet, are the largest and fastest 
carriers in the world today. They are 
self-contained, floating air stations pro- 
viding landing fields at sea. During 
the recent maneuvers off Panama over 
120 planes operated from each of these 
ships, torpedo planes, bombers, scouts 
and fighters. It is readily seen what 
this means, that at a moment’s notice 
a fleet of well over 200 planes of every 
description and for every purpose could 
be launched for defense or offense. 

Carriers Stressed. 


Not only is the number of planes an 
important factor, but the inherent re- 
liability of carrier planes is equally as 
valuable. The surface t are in a 
position to choose their own weather, 
their own conditions, they are not re- 
quired to lie in port and wait for 
weather to clear not only locally but 
for hundreds of miles away. The planes 
are carried near enough to their ob- 
jective to make the attack reliable and 





complete. Carriers have overcome the 
shortcomings of aviation as it exists 
today, its dependence on the variables 
of material and elements. 

Many Problems. 

Think of the afrports with which 
you are familiar, consider the size, the 
acreage, the runways and the number 
of planes operating. The carrier’s deck 
is 888 feet long and 90 feet wide, an 
area of two and one-half acres. It op- 
erates nearly as many planes as op- 
erate from any one landing field or 
airport in the United States, and they 
are able to land on board faster than 
one a minute. I mention this only as 
an illustration of one of the many prob 
lems we have had to solve in this de- 
velopment. 

The potential power of the carrier is 
beyond estimation or comprehension. 
We have not yet scratched the surface. 
One more carrier has been authorized, 
four more are allowed. We need more 
carriers. There is nothing of greater 
importance in national defense. 

Another problem arose in putting 
aviation in the fleet, and that was, some 
method of operating planes from first 
line battleships and cruisers. The Navy 
had been searching for a satisfactory 
method since it first took cognizance of 
aviation. Planes had been flown from 
platforms erected on bows of ships and 
other makeshift devices which were un- 
satisfactory. In 1921 the turntable cat- 
apult was constructed and installed on 
a battleship and proved satisfactory. 
Catapults were then placed on each first 
line ship of the Navy. The plane, start 
ing from rest, is in the air after a rut 
of fifty feet, thus eliminating long 
take-off areas. Due to the long ranges 
used by the ship’s batteries, planes at 
tached to these vessels are now an ab- 
solute necessity in order that accurate 
observations of the fall of shot may 
be made and corrections sent by radi¢ 
to the men at the guns, 

As was previously mentioned, the 
five-year building program included the 
construction of two Naval rigid a 
ships, each of approximately 6,000, 
cubic feet lifting gas capacity.

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Drum Leads Exercises 


‘(HE headquarters. staff and. com- 
munications units of the ist Divi- 
sion, commanded by Brig. Gen. H. A. 
Drum, held the most instructive exer- 
cises in command and communications 
problems at Camp Dix, N. J., June 
16 to 29. 

These problems were devised by Gen. 
Drum and his staff. During the past 
winter a school course in tactics lead- 
ing up to the field exercises was held. 
The exercises consisted of the follow- 
ing:

ment and march, concealed assembly 
positions. (h) Night development, 


march to assembly positions and mea- 
sures for attack. Maj. C. H. White, 
director. 

(i) Functioning in attack agpinst 
an outpost position. (j) Measures for 
attack of battle positions. (k) Func- 
tioning in attack of battle position. 
Maj. F. L. Lemmon, director. 

1. Part I—Attack of covering force 
and pursuit. Part II—Attack of rear 
guard and continuation of pursuit. 
Maj. C. C. Stoekeley, director. 

Actual field conditions were simu- 
lated. Command posts functioned full 
24 hours daily. All officers and men put 
forth their best efforts, and the in- 
struction given was of the highest val- 
ue to all ranks. Gen. Drum was grati- 
fied with the excellent manner in which 
the exercises were executed. He was 
especially pleased with the night de- 
velopment march to assembly positions 
and the measures for attack in which 
the command moved eight miles by 
night, made a complete deployment. In 
this exercise every command post went 
into action and was functioning at its 
maximum capacity in record-breaking 
time. 

The portability of the Division com- 
mand post was a feature on which Gen. 
Drum has laid great stress, and by the 
use of specially designed trucks de- 
vised by Gen. Drum and the Division 
staff this problem was solved. Divi- 
sion headquarters was enabled to open 
up from convoy formation in four 
minutes and to close down and ambush 
for the next command post in five min- 
utes.

No Fear from Monoply 


THE reported formation of an inter- 

national nitrate cartel including pro- 
ducers in Chile, Germany and England, 
is not looked upon by Assistant Secre- 
tary of Commerce, Dr. Julius Klein, as 
likely to endanger the munitions situa- 
tion in this country in case of a na- 
tional emergency. 

Dr. Klein said that in view of the 
United States’ potential resources in 
nitrogen an international monopoly 
would not seriously endanger this 
country. 

“In the absence of any details of the 
new international nitrogen combine,” 
Assistant Secretary Klein stated, “it 
was impossible to foretell the effect of 
this cartel on the American nitrogen 
industry and the flow of nitrogen into 
the consuming markets of the United 
States. 

“Ostensibly the agreement was made 
for the purpose of promoting the use 
of nitrogen in agriculture throughout 
the world. It was signed by represen- 
tatives of producers of natural nitrate 
of soda in Chile; the I. G. Farbenindus- 
trie (German Dye Trust) with which 
is allied the Norwegian industry; and 
the Imperial Chemical Industries, Ltd. 
of England. It is reported that the 
combine will endeavor to regulate sales 
prices if nitrogenous products in cer- 
tain world markets exclusive of the 
United States. 

“The world’s production of inorganic 
nitrogen has increased rapidly during 
recent years due to the growth of the 
synthetic industry. The monopolistic 
position held by Chile was broken by 
the German industry where a single 
plant produces more than the combined 
output of all the Chilean producers. 
The output of the German plant sup- 
plies almost half of the world demand. 

“Although it is stated that the agree- 
ment does not include provisions for the 
fixing of prices for the United States 
market it is possible that there will be 
some direct or indirect effects of the 
new combine on the American nitrogen 
trade. 

Past experience in the Chilean indus- 
try has proved that it is impossible to 
establish an effective world monopoly. 
The attempt on the part of the Chilean 
producers to fix world prices at a level 
high enough to take care of the ineffi- 
cient producers led to the development 
of the synthetic industry with which it 
has just formed an alliance. In the case 
of rubber the British attempt to regu- 
late production and prices served to 
awaken interest in outside sources of 
supply and the use on a large scale of 
reclaimed rubber. 

The American atmospheric nitrogen 
industry has been developed on a firm 
foundation. Numerous plants have been 
erected in various sections of the coun- 
try. The technique of manufacturing 
on a cemmercial scale has been mas- 
tered. The first plan to manufacture 
nitrogenous fertilizer salts in the 
United States commenced operations 
last December, its major product being 
synthetic nitrate of soda. The Ameri- 
can industry, could, if necessary and 
economically feasible, build additional 
plants to free the consumer of imports 
of foreign nitrogen. 

“The supply of nitrogen in the at- 
mosphere is inexhaustible and our nat- 
ural resources of coal, oil, and gas 
could be employed to fix the atmos- 
pheric nitrogen in a form suitable for 
use in agriculture or industry. Fur- 
thermore, we have witnessed a growth 
in the yield of by-product nitrogen by 
coke companies from 40,000 tons in 
1913 to 160,000 tons at present.”

Organize Depot Co., C. of E. 


THE table of organization for the 
depot company, Corps of Engineers, 
became effective on July 1. 

The depot company consists of a 
headquarters platoon and three depot 
platoons. 

The headquarters platoon consists of 
a company headquarters section and a 
depot section. The company headquar- 
ters section consists of the company 
commander and 18 enlisted men. The 
depot section of the headquarters plat- 
oon is identically like the depot section 
of the depot platoon described below. 


The depot platoon consists of a 
platoon headquarters section and a 
depot section. The platoon headquar- 
ters section includes the platoon com- 
mander, a staff sergeant who is the 
platoon sergeant, a sergeant and sev- 
eral clerks who handle the paper work 
at platoon headquarters and the cleri- 
cal work of the depot to which the 
platoon may be assigned for operations. 
The depot section includes a sergeant, 
in charge of the section, a sergeant 
store-keeper, who is charged with the 
supervision over the stocks kept in the 
depot, 4 corporals and 27 privates who 
do clerical work in connection with 
handling stocks, general warehousing, 
assembling of equipments, and general 
repairs to salvaged articles returned to 
the depot. 

For purposes of messing, administra- 
tion, and its own supply, the depot com. 
pany is equipped in general like the 
company of the combat regiment. Its 
transportation includes a light truck 
for company supply and 4 cargo trucks, 
of 14% to 2 ton capacity for handling 
depot supplies and transporting depot 
operating equipment, and motorcycles 
for reconnaissance and inspection. The 
equipment for depot operations includes 
standard engineer sets of drafting and 
duplicating, illuminating, tinsmith, 
photographic, pipe fitting and sign 
painting equipment and supplementary 
equipment including the following 
items: a library of engineering hand- 
books and catalogs, nail pullers, crate 
openers, marking brushes, funnels, 
pinch and wrecking bars, marking pots, 
chain hoists, screw jacks, packing 
needles, car movers, dollies, blocks and 
tackle, warehouse trucks, push cars, 
measures for liquids, scales and a sup- 
ply of wrapping paper, twine, and ship-

Armored Car Shows Great 


Ft. George G. Meade (Special)—A 
three-man heavy armored car travel- 
ing 42.55 miles per hour over rough 
plowed fields and sand dunes on June 
29 furnished a demonstration of high 
speed possibilities in actual warfare 
that amazed a large group of Army of- 
ficers and armament experts. 

Able to operate on the open roads as 
an armored car without the caterpillar 
band, the tank made the official time of 
69.23 miles per hour a few minutes 
later on the Crane highway. . Mary- 
land State police and enlisted men of 
the Army policed the road during the 
test to protect crowds lining both sides 
of the highway. 

Later, it is understood, the inventor 
stopped the tests and took the machine 
back to the factory where certain modi- 
fications and changes are planned to 
be made. 

The machine in 14 minutes can be 
converted into a fast crawling cross- 
country vehicle. It is the result of eight 
years of experimenting on a military 
combat machine to meet the needs of 
modern warfare by J. Walter Christie, 
automotive inventor, at an expenditure 
of over $200,000. 

The tests at Ft. Meade were under 
direction of Capts. L. C. Frizzell and 
C. H. Unger. Mr. Christie enlisted the 
aid of the contest board of the Ameri- 
can Automobile Association to officially 
time the new machine, and Charles P. 
Clark, assistant general manager of 
that organization, acted as judge. Capt. 
R, A. Leavell, of Detroit, timed the ma- 
chine for speed over two courses, each 
one-half mile in length, with the elec- 
trical timing device used in A. A. A. 
speed tests. 

The heavy armored car took several 
steep embankments at _break-neck 
speed. The dispatch with which the 
caterpillar bands can be put on and 
taken off makes it a formidable weapon 
of offense in warfare, as it performs on 
the road like any other automobile. 

Mr. Christie, who produced the first 
front-wheel-drive automobile, and who 
once was one of the outstanding speed 
kings of the world, said he was in- 
spired to build the combat machine to 
meet the needs developed in the World 
War. Gen. Pershing, after the armis- 
tice, inspected the machine, then under 
construction, and expressed the opin- 
ion that 100 such speed vehicles in the 
Argonne would have saved the lives of 
many men. 

Technical details and specifications 
of the armored car were kept closely 
guarded at the demonstration. 

“The importance of a heavily armed 
machine, with am inch and one-half of 
armor, capable of moving 50 miles an 
hour across country, can easily be 
seen,” said Mr. Christie. “Mobility is 
the secret of military strategy, and I 
believe I have developed one of the 
most powerful instruments of war ever 
produced.” ; 

The provisional platoon will have an 
experimental light armored car on a 
commercial G. M. C. chassis, built at 
Camp Holabird, 
Christie vehicle.

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WAS BOTH MAJOR GENERAL AND REAR ADMIRAL. 
i SEARCHING through some old records, discovery has been made that Sam- 


1 Powhatan Carter was the only officer who, during his career, had held 

a commission as major general in the Army and as a rear-admiral in the Navy. 
Rear Admiral Carter was born in Carter County, Tenn., August 6, 1819. 

He attended Washington College, Tenn., studied at Princeton, and was ap- 
pointed a midshipman in the U. S. Navy in 1840. In 1846 he was on duty at 
the naval school in Philadelphia when he was promoted passed midshipman. He 
served in the Mexican War, participating in the taking of Vera Cruz. During 
1847-'48 he was attached to the U. S. Naval Observatory in Washington; 1851-’53 
was assistant instructor at the U. S. Naval Academy; was promoted master in 
1854, and lieutenant in 1855. During 1855-57 he was attached to the San Ja- 
cinto of the Asiatic squadron, and participated in the taking of the Barrier forts 
in the Canton river. He was assistant instructor in seamanship at the Naval 
Academy from 1858 to 1860. 
On July 11, 1861, was ordered on special service with the Army in east 
Tennessee. He was commissioned acting brigadier general Sept. 16, 1861, and 
brigadier general May 1, 1862; was provost-marshal of east Tennessee during 
1863-'64; was brevetted major general of United States volunteers March 13, 
1865; was mustered out January, 1866. He was distinguished for his gallantry 
in the engagements at Wildcat, Ky., October, 1861, Mill Spring, 1862, and in the 
capture of Cumberland Gap. He commanded the left wing of the army at Kins- 
ton N. C., March 10, 1865, and defeated the Confederates at Goldsboro. 
At the close of the war he returned to naval duty, was promoted commander 
June 25, 1865; during 1869-’72 was commandant at the U. S. Naval Academy; 
was promoted captain, 1870; was a member of the lighthouse board, 1867-’80; was 
promoted commodore Nov. 13, 1878; was retired Aug. 6, 1881, and promoted 
rear admiral on the retired list May 16, 1882. He died in Washington, D. C., 
May 26, 1891. 


PATRIOTIC YOUTH LOSES IN TILT WITH NAVY. 
HE intervention of Secretary of the Navy Charles Francis Adams and Sen- 
ator Shortridge saved Sherwin Rupp, 19-year-old California youth, from 
facing charges involving what appeared to be a too ardent patriotic desire to 
enter the Naval Academy this week. Rupp upon taking his physical examinations 
at the Academy was found to be color blind. He later obtained permission to 
take another test. This time the candidate passed with a perfect score. In fact, 
it was so perfect that the suspicions of Navy Department officials were aroused. 
After investigation it was charged that the cure for color-blindness had been 
performed through the substitution of another youth who was not color blind. 
As a result the patriotic Californian and his substitute were held by the 
Department of Justice. Through the intervention of Senator Shortridge and 
Secretary Adams charges were dropped.

The Houston is 
the fourth of a program of eight light cruisers authorized in December, 1924. 





NAVY PILOT SAVES CHILDREN FROM DROWNING. 


WwHt STARTED out to be a lesson in aerial navigation for four midship- 
men on July 6 ended in a rescue expedition in which five children ranging 
from 14 to 16 years of age were saved from drowning. Lt. (jg) Edward Ss. 
Mulheron, with a crew of three enlisted men, had taken the four midshipmen 
from Annapolis in a flying boat. Over Miles River, on the Eastern Shore of Ches- 
apeake Bay he saw a sailing boat overturn. 

From the pilot’s seat Lt. Mulheron saw the five children cling to the over- 
turned boat while a boat that had gone out to pick them up was disabled by the 
breaking of the tiller rope. Lt. Mulheron set his ship down in the bay and taxied 
to the children. Members of the crew pulled them aboard, but the load was too 
great to fly, so the plane was taxied along the water until the yacht Rosebud 
took the children aboard. 

The crew consisted of John J. O’Brien, John M. Robinec, and Floyd D. Bern- 
hardt. The midshipmen aboard were E. J. O’Neil, J. H. Motes, Stanley Mumford 
and R. E. Parker. 





ASK GOVERNORS FOR C. M. B. NOMINATIONS. 
LETTER HAS been sent by the Secretary of War, Hon. J. W. Good, to the 
Governors who recommended the re-appointment of Maj. Gen. C. C. Ham- 
mond as Chief of the Militia Bureau, asking that they submit new nominations 
for that office, naming as far as possible qualified National Guard officers from 
their own States. The Governors were assured that no reflection was being cast 
on Gen. Hammond, whose splendid services during his term of office the War 
Department recognized, but that the principle of rotation in office was to be ap- 
plied to the Militia Bureau as well as to the Regular Army branches. 
Secretary Good told newspaper men on July 11 that, pending receipt of 
nominations by the Governors, no candidates for the vacant post were under 
consideration by the War Department. All nominations, he said, would be kept 
confidential by the War Department. 





PRICE CHANGES; ARMY GETS REFUND. 
HE WAR DEPARTMENT has been placed in somewhat of a quandary by the 
receipt of a letter from a manufacturer. The letter reads as follows: 

“I am enclosing a check for $19.07, which I believe is due the Gov- 
ernment on a purchase of eyelets from us. This was occasioned by the 
market price on eyelets declining between the time our bid was made and 
the time the order was entered by the Government.” 

The question now arises in the War Department as to whether the check can 
be accepted, in view of the fact that neither the advertisement nor the purchase 
order issued as a result thereof contained any proviso covering the fluctuating 
market price. As the War Department cannot accept gifts, it is possible that the 
check eventually must be returned to the manufacturer. 





C. A. C. AND A. C. WILL GO TO PERRY. 
NEX? September, during the course of the National Rifle Matches, one of the 
outstanding sporting events sponsored by the Army, and which is held an- 
nually at Camp Perry, Ohio, the Air Corps will participate in an air demonstra- 
tion in cooperation with the Coast Artillery Corps. 

According to the program of events proposed by the Air Corps, there will 
be a bombing contest to be participated in by three bombardment planes, utilizing 
100-pound bombs; firing at ground targets by six pursuit type planes; a demon- 
stration of the maneuverability of a formation of pursuit planes; a combat be- 
tween two pursuit planes; a simulated raid by bombardment planes, using a 
smoke screen against the anti-aircraft gunners; anti-aircraft firing at targets 
towed by airplanes, and anti-aircraft firing on target gliders.

“I do not favor the passage of the 
bill for the reason that it would be 
unjust discrimination im favor of a 
comparatively few employes in two 
branches of the service in the War De- 
partment and against many thousands 
of employes in those and other branch- 


es whose services it is reasonable cer- | 


tain were equally patriotic and deserv- 
ing of commemoration. I do not wish 
to recommend such legislation to be 
applicable to the entire civil service 
during the war because the results to 


| be achieved would not, in my opinion, 


warrant the expense and labor in- 
volved, but there seems to be no justi- 
fication for the legislation if its bene- 
fits are to be limited as proposed in 
the bill.”

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Hannibal on Survey Trip 

HE U. S. S. HANNIBAL, recently 

returned from survey duty on the 
north coast of Cuba, has begun another 
survey of a somewhat different charac. 
ter, it was announced this week. The 
present survey is for the purpose of 
determining the feasibility of anchor. 
ing an artificial island on the Atlantic 
for the landing of airplanes. A series 
of such islands to be eventually placed 
across the Atlantic at convenient dis- 
tance. 

The area now being surveyed jis 
about half way between New York and 
Bermuda, and is about 40 miles east 
and west by 30 miles north and south, 
and covers approximately 1,200 square 
nautical miles. 

Upon completion of this deep sea 
survey, the hydrographic data obtained 
will be forwarded to the Hydrographic 
Office of the Navy Department for in- 
clusion on the charts of the North At- 
lantic Ocean published by that office. 

The following is the official report 
from Capt. W. W. Smyth, commanding 
the Hannibal on the Cuban expedition: 

In accordance with reference (a) 
(Chief of Naval Operations orders 
over Nlo-12 (290415) 
dated May 14, 1929, this vessel has 
completed the sounding with fatho- 
meter of the area limited by latitudes 
36-40 North and 37-10 North and by 
longitude 68-00 West and 68-55 West. 

Lines were run in an east and west 
direction also in a north and south di- 
rection. A diagonal check line was 
run and special lines were run in the 
southeast corner of the area across 
the shallowest spot found. Two iso- 
lated shallow soundings were recorded 
in the north central part, but subse- 
quent lines did not check them. 

An area of several square miles of 
2,000 fathom depth was found in the 
southeast corner of the area; the re 
mained is of quite uniform depts of 
2,600 fathoms. A detailed sounding 
sheet will be prepared and forwarded, 


LAUNCH BRITISH CRUISER. 

The new British eruiser Exeter is 
now practically ready to be put afloat 
at Devonport Dockyard. The launching 
ceremony will be performed by Lady 
Madden, wife of Admiral of the Fleet 
Sir Charles Madden (First Sea Lord) 
on the afternoon of July 18. 

Construction started August 1 last 
year, when the first keel plate was 
laid by Lady Bentinck (wife of the 
Commander-in-Chief). After the Ex- 
eter has been launched the building 
slip at the South Yard will be prepared 
to take the keel of a 10,000 ton “Coun- 
ty” cruiser, which is to bear the name 
Northumberland.

propriation for beginning the construc- 
tion of these airships is at last avail- 
able. A contract was signed last Oc- 
tober for the construction of these huge 
airships, and the first of them is due 
for completion in about two years. 

The Navy has been the only agency 


engaged in the United States in rigid | 


airship construction and operation. It 
is peculiarlly fitting that the Navy 
should have been assigned this work, 
for a close association exists between 
the large ships of the air and those of 
the sea. This association begins with 
the common use of the word ship. 
When it comes to long-distance airship 
navigation, the whole art of the sea- 
man, the use of the compass and sex- 
tant, the knowledge of winds and 
storms, of climate and seasons, of 
charts, coasts, and landmarks, and a 
thousand other things handed down 
through the centuries to those who go 
down to the sea in ships, will be needed 
by those who go up in ships of the air. 

The question naturally arises—What 
part will airships play in the future 
strategy of the sea? The answer is, 
any type of craft that holds possibili- 
ties of usefulness in war should be de- 
veloped during peace. Airships will be 
used mainly for long-distance scouting 
and reconnaissance and as little as pos- 
sible for combat. 

The airship is essentially a scout. It 
is not designed as a combat craft, and 
its area of greatest usefulness is not 
fifty or sixty miles off the coast, but 
1,000 miles or more at sea It can 
travel at a speed of more than double 
the fastest surface ship, it can sustain 
itself in the air for several days or 
more if the necessity arises and it can 
carry moderate quantities of supplies, 
stores and ammunition, and, most im- 
portant, a reliable radio outfit for com- 
munication. 

Classes Complementary. 

Airships and airplanes are not com- 
petitive branches of aeronautics, but 
are complementary. This applies par- 
ticularly to large rigid airships. For 
services over land and over stretches 
of water of moderate extent, and for 
military and Naval operations not re- 
quiring voyages of great length, the 
airplane is daily proving itself ideally 
suited and reliable. When oceans must 
be spanned with regularity, or when 
aircraft must be turned to Naval em- 
ployments requiring the constant sur- 
veillance over long periods of sus- 
pected areas remote from friendly 
bases, the airplane is no longer capable 
of doing the work alone. Under these 
conditions it finds its necessary com- 
plement in the rigid airship. 

Objections to the employment of 
airships are frequently advanced on 
the grounds of large expense, slow 
speed relative to airplanes, and to dif- 
ficulties of landing and handling air- 
ships on the ground. Large airships 
require expensive base facilities, just 
as do surface vessels and railroads, but 
without such facilities the development 
of the rigid type airships and making 
the most of its potentialities will be 
seriously delayed if not altogether sus- 
pended. On the other hand, they do 
not require expensive rights of way, 
tracks, or roads. 

The answer to the argument of slow 
speed of airships is that the airship 
has speed surpassing the railroad ang 











double the speed of surface vessels, | 


and has radii of action greater than 
any other type of craft available for 
over-sea flying. 

While the airship itself did not or- 
iginate in this country, Naval ingenu- 
ity in the practical application of han- 
dling methods for airships will soon 
have contributed the greatest single 
factor in extending the usefulness of 
airships. While the equipment soon to 
be provided will of course be continu- 
ously improved on, it will, I believe, 
revolutionize the handling of airships

able, non-inflammable gas—helium. 
Abundant quantities exist in certain 
localities in the United States, and 
costs of producing it are gradually be- 
coming less. This monopoly of helium 
gives us an immense advantage in the 
Navai and commercial use of airships. 
Helium greatly reduces the fire-hazard, 
and the perfection of the heavy oil air- 
ship engine will reduce it still more. 

The successful operation of rigid 
airships must depend on trained per- 
sonnel and facilities that are available 
—also on weather information service. 
Operation is also a matter of exberi- 
ence. 

The American personnel which has 
been trained in rigid airship operation 
is the equal of any. They have been 
very largely self-taught but the foun- 
dation of the training was sound and 
embodied the best of German and Brit- 
ish experiences, adapted as necessary 
te suit American conditions and helium 
operations. Only one rigid airship has 
been in operation at a time and com- 
petitive effort has not been possible. 
Development would have been faster if 
more rigid airships had been available. 
The large cost of rigid airships and 
the fact that only one is now available, 
has put a heavy responsibility on air- 
ship personnel and has forced a cauti- 
ous, conservative scheme of operation 
which, while entirely sound, has not 
as yet allowed the technique of rigid 
airship operation to develop to the full 
extent of its possibilities. This situa- 
tion will correct itself when more air- 
ships and better facilities are avail- 
able. 

Airships, like airplanes, are sensi- 
tive to weather, and airship operations 
will be facilitated by improved weather 
information service. Like good roads 
following in the wake of automobiles, 
this improved weather service will 
come as soon as there are more air- 
ships operating and demanding it. 

Other nations have looked with en- 
vious eyes at our practical monopoly 
of helium gas—that inert, non-inflam- 
mable gas which gives to airship op- 
eration a safety and security not pos- 
sible with hydrogen. Fortunately we 
posses in our natural resources an am- 
ple supply of helium and the more we 
can produce the cheaper the unit cost. 
Helium appears to be one factor in air- 


ship supremacy which will surely re- | 


main with the United States. 
Rigid Airships. 
But what of the other factors? Have 


we anv rigid airship industry? No. 
We are just about to start. 
Since 1918 we have spent on air- 


planes and airships in the approximate 
ratio of fifty dollars to one. 
produced thousands of airplanes—less 
than a hundred airships of all types 
and cnly on- rigid airship. Since 1918 
the number of rigid airships completed 
in all the world can be counted on the 
fingers of one hand. Only one of these 


| —the Los Angeles—can be considered

It was not until 1920 that the first 
strictly commercial airplane was manu- 
factured in this country. Col. Lind- 
bergh’s flight to Paris, in May 1927, 
may be said to mark the date when 
American civil aeronautics graduated 
from a hobby to a business. Since 
then, development has been so rapid 
that with aircraft factories working 
at capacity, planes filled with passen- 
gers, operating on. schedule, and 
crowded airports being improved and 
increased in number, civil aviation has 
reached the proportions of a major 
industry. 

Fortunately, the airplanes are not as 
yet over-crowded so there is still room 
for expansion. Aircraft manufacture, 
air transportation of cargo—both an- 
imate and inanimate—and airport build- 
ing go hand in hand in their develop- 


ment. One cannot advance without 
the other. 
Aircraft production increased well 


over two-fold last year when the 4,800 
new airplanes, seaplanes and amphibi- 
ans took the air for their first flights, 
as compared with but 2,000 the year 
before. 
its birth 25 years ago has been fraught 
with romance, lends itself to exaggera- 
tion.

Small Beginning. 

The present organized air transport 
of the country developed from a small 
begmning after the war, when so- 
called gypsy pilots would take the 
more adventuresome and curious on an 
aerial joy ride. Early this year mail 
planes flew a total average of 28,000 
miles every twenty-four hours! 

The reduction of air mail postage in 
August, 1928, brought about increased 
business for the contractors. Feeder 
lines have been established until now 
there is a network of air lines through- 
out the country. Night flying, which 
both the Army and Navy pioneered, is 
largely responsible for the success of 
the air mail system, as it makes the 
despatch of important documents 
doubly effective. 

In May 1928, approximately 238,000 
pounds of mail were carried by air in 
this country, while 587,000 pounds were 
carried in the same month, of this 
year, more than double the figures of 
last year.

The establishment of airports, as 
mentioned, must keep pace with the- 
manufacturing and operation of air- 
craft. This is one of the most im- 
portant factors upon which the future 
of aviation is dependent, and they must 
be established in sufficient numbers 
which with the use of intermediate 
fields will enable aircraft always to 
have landing facilities available. It 
has been said that even though avia- 
tion fields were established every ten 
miles throughout the entire United 
States, the land thus required would be 
a small percentage of that now utilized 
by railroads for right of way and ter- 
minals. We have these intermediate 
fields now on the airways, and it is 
but a matter of time before they will 
be constructed in all sections of the 
country. 

Seek Same Goal. 

Civil aviation and military aviation 
are closely connected, and interwoven, 
on the development of one depends the 
development of the other. They are 
both striving for the same intermedial 
goal, that of reliable and practical air- 
craft operation. The results obtained 
have been awe-inspiring and lend them- 
selves readily to imagination and con- 
jectures of results to be expected. 
Civilian aviation would be of ines- 
timable value to the country in the 
event of national emergency. 

In connection with aviation in na- 
tional defense it is well for all of us 
whose paramount duty as citizens is 
to promote good citizenship, safeguard 
public interests, maintain peace and 
prosperity, to stop, look, and listen. 

The only sure guide to the future is 
experience and the lessons of history. 
Even now the United States is but a 
secant 153 years old. Former nations 
existed for thousands of years, each in 
its turn dominating the world. What 
caused the overthrow, one after the 
other, of each of them—once all-pow- 
erful for periods of centuries? Each 
one believed that it would exist forever, 
feared none other. That is the way 
America feels today. We are the rich- 
est nation in the world. Practically ev- 
ery nation of any importance owes us 
billions or millions. We have many 
competitors for the trade of the world, 
and history shows that competition in 
trade has often resulted in war. 

The various nations fell because they 
became effeminate, steeped in luxury, 
and the character of the individual and 
finally of the nation became soft, so 
that each nation was a prey to a new 
one—developed and made powerful and 
strong by self-sacrifice on the part of 
the individual, by self denial. Ameri- 
cans today should realize before it is 
too late that unless they live a virile 
life, based on real manhood and char- 
acter, we will fall just as other nations 
have fallen. We in our pride are boast- 
ful and believe that because we have 


We are just like 
the nations and peoples that have gone 
before us, and should learn from his- 
tory that we will not continue to exist 
as a nation unless we deserve so to do. 
This means the spirit of America should 
be what it was in the Colonial times, 
during the Civil War, and just before 


| the Armistice, when the vast mapority 


of men, women and children of this 
couniry were thinking of country first 
and were willing to sacrifice everything 
for the good of the nation. Ten years 
have elapsed, and we find the public 
apathetic to nation defense, certain or- 
ganizations, notably some church or- 
ganizetions, advocating a supine lack of 
preparedness, and the public as a whole 
thinking more of money and of luxury 
than of sufficien: national defense to 
make us strong cnough not only to

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“* * * The element that causes the most hardship is the rent; the commu- 
tation as to quarters, as paid by the Government, concedédly does not meet that 
expense.”

THE REPORT OF the Interdepartmental Pay Board, being unanimous, is nec- 
essarily a compromise, and as such it will be studied by the Services. Its 
effect upon individual fortunes will be clarified by consideration, and some 
changes may be suggested by the heads of the Departments to which it has been 
submitted. In the end, there will be a document presented for Congressional 
action, polished so far as executive ability will permit, and revealing the attitude 
of the Administration. We can be sure that President Hoover and his Budget 
Bureau will be consulted, and that as a result commitment of them to pay in- 


creases will be assured. 





HIS IS A STEP toward the achievement of better living conditions, and its 

importance cannot be minimized. We were somewhat apprehensive that the 
old ery of economy would be raised and that the withering blast of Budget ob- 
jection would be directed against the grant to officers and men of the pay de- 
manded by the necessities of their office and families, and above all by the re- 
quirement of national defense efficiency. Fortunately, Uncle Sam on the first of 
the new fiscal year had a tidy surplus; so much so, in fact, that talk of a reduc- 
tion in income taxes developed. There also is to be taken into consideration the 
certainty of an increase in government revenue in consequence of the proposed 
raising of tariff duties. The National Treasury, it is apparent, will be in condi- 
tion to stand the comparatively small increase in pay, even if income taxes should 
be reduced, which is essential to Service contentment. 





NOTHER PHASE of the problem which appeals to us is the unanimous 

agreement of the Pay Board. We may not approve all of its recommendations 
and the scale of its increases, but we are assured the report will describe accu- 
rately the poverty of wage existing and the hardships which active and retired 
officers and the enlisted personnel suffer. The McNamee Naval Pay Board 
painted a picture in this respect which was convincing to the sight of even the 
most skeptical, and we are told the Interdepartmental Board has been even 
more effective in its use of the brush. The country may know now that the Board 
cannot exaggerate. The letters we have been publishing weekly are first-hand 
testimony of the truth, which even the most superficial investigation would con- 
firm. We have said repeatedly, and we reiterate, that an informed people will 
demand congressional action, and the only way in which general understanding 
can be effected is through continuous publicity. So send in your letters! 





TOR MUST WE allow the Congress and the country to forget the imperative 
need of promotion reform. It was the plan of Senator Reed and Congress- 
man James to pass the promotion bill first and then to take up the matter of pay. 
Both of these statesmen were impressed with the importance of a satisfactory 
answer to the two problems, but they were fearful of complications arising from 
simultaneous consideration of the bills providing for their solution. We are given 
to understand the Reed-James program will be carried out. That is to say, pro- 
motion will be disposed of before action is pressed upon pay. There should be 
no delay about either; certainly the coming session should see the necessary laws 
enacted. The Navy promotion bill is certain of passage immediately after Con- 
gress convenes in regular session. It and the Army promotion law should be 
given to the Services as a Xmas present. We cannot see that the House Military 
Committee will require a lengthy study of the needs of the Land Force in this 
respect. No one is more familiar with them than Congressman James and the 
vast majority of the Committee, all of whom have served in previous Congresses. 
We have advised the Army that the House Committee will seek to tear the Reed 
bill to pieces, and will present its own solution. The wide differences between it 
and the Senate must be resolved in Conference and the months which will inter- 
vene before decision ought to enable a compromise which will be generally sat- 
factory. The War Department is considering this aspect; so are Senator Reed 
and Mr. James. Consequently, we continue to be optimistic, and so, we are glad 
to say, is the country, which wants efficiency in its national defense. 





ASIDE FROM the fine sense of justice which pervades the American people, 

there is another reason for their desire to produce contentment and conse- 
quent effectiveness of their land and sea Services, and that is the underlying feel- 
ing that our national defense must be well established. Before the Great War, 
there was merely academic interest in foreign affairs. Today there is larger 
understanding of world relations and an appreciation of the fact that envy and 
jealousy of our prosperity are calculated to produce conditions where unhappily 
war may be thrust upon us. So in a far greater degree than ever before, there 
is a popular demand for preparedness. It should give the pacifists pause in their 
struggle against national defense when, before the recent International Con- 
vention of Christian Endeavor, James Kelly, of Glasgow, Scotland, General Sec- 
retary of the World’s Sunday School Association, made this statement: 

“It is the wildest optimism to assume that we can rest on our oars and feel 
that war has been definitely abrogated. * * * If peace is really the deep-seated 
desire of all nations, why do they not disarm. It is because, though peace is on 
the lips of the people, it is not in their hearts.” 

How true! 





HIS LIP SERVICE which disarmament is receiving is accentuated at the 

present time by the conversations in progress in London and by the spokes- 
men of the various maritime powers in Europe and Japan. We are being lulled 
by the soft strains of foreign propaganda the object of which is to prevent the 
richest country in the world from providing itself with that defense which it 
ean afford and the other countries cannot. Occasionally something leaks out 
which produces disharmony and then there is a heavy emission of soft-soap de- 
signed to grease our misunderstanding. For example, the Admiralty became 
greatly alarmed at the sudden leap into the forefront of the question of the sale 
to the United States or the neutralization of the British West Indies, and pos- 
sibly of Bermuda. The Admiralty contends ti~ 
on these possessions have no relation to Ame , but are intended merely to 
safeguard British commerce in the event of another European War. Rear Ad- 
miral Moffett has shown the great potentialities of Bermuda as an offensive air 
base against the United States; Jamaica lies within our defenses and easy reach 
of the Panama Canal and our naval base at Guantanamo. Our strategy experts, 
concerned over our national defense, do not lose sight of the possibilities of this 
situation. Nor, of course, does the Admiralty. We will be greatly surprised if 
the British Gvernment should agree to any proposal affecting its liberty of action 
with respect to Bermuda and the British West Indies.

wego, N. Y., city limits. No trans 
portation facilities are necessary, as 
the post is but a five or ten minute 
walk from the center of the shopping 
district. All school children attend the 
public grade schools of the city; there 
is likewise a State Normal School here, 
Good servants, who are difficult to ob- 
tain, command from $12 to $15 per 
week. Good stores are available in the 
city. The post commissary handles the 
usual line of staple groceries and fresh 
fruits, vegetables and meats during 
the winter months. Quarters are of 
brick, with steam heat and electric 
lights, and are sufficient in number for 
assigned personnel—1 set Majors, 5 
sets Captains, 10 sets Lieutenants, 4 
sets bachelors, 4 sets N. C. O.’s. Roads 
are paved and can be used the yeat 
around, but most officers store their 
cars from January 1 to March 15, 
Sports afforded are bowling and indoor 
recreation, a tennis court, and special 
membership privileges in the Oswego 
Country Club at $30 per year. There 
is no post golf course. The weather in 
summer is fair and mild; around :&o 
in winter, with considerable snow. Wool 
is worn. The post is garrisoned by the 
3rd Battalion, 28th Infantry, with Q. 
M. detachments, and Signal Corps with 
M. D., Ord., and Fin. detachments. Thé 
Protestant and Catholic denominations 
are represented; there is no post chap- 
lain.

Eberle the Navy has lost an of- 
ficer of the highest ability. He 
has filled faithfully _and effici- 
ently three of the highest posi- 
tions that come to the naval of- 
ficer. As superintendent of the 
Naval Academy, his wisdom and 
tact im handling young men were 
of great value in guiding the edu- 
cation and forming the character 
of future naval officers. 

“Ag Commander-in-Chief in the 
Battle Fleet, his ability to obtain 
the cooperation of all subordin- 
ate commanders was responsible 
for his success in molding the 
fleet into a most efficient arm of 
the national defense. 

“As chief of Naval Operations 
his guidance and advice on naval 
affairs was sought and highly re- 
spected by the Congress and by 
the President. In his death the 
Navy has suffered the loss of an 
officer who ever had its best in- 
terests at heart and the nation 
lost a wise and faithful servant.” 














Admiral Eberle Dies 
UNERAL services for Rear Adm. 
Edward W. Eberle, U. S. N., re- 

tired, were held in the Bethlehem 
Chapel of the Washington Cathedral, 
Mount St. Albans, at 11 a. m., July 9, 
Canon Edward S. Dunlap officiating, 
assisted by Capt. Curtis H. Dickins, 
Chaplain Corps, U. S. N. and Capt. 
Sidney K. Evans, Chaplain Corps, 
U. S. N. 

Interment was in Arlington National 
Cemetery with full military honors. The 
honorary pall-bearers were Adm. 
Charles F. Hughes, U. S. N.; Rear 
Adm. Hilary P. Jones, U. S. N., Re- 
tired; Rear Adm. Robert E. Coontz, 
U. S. N., retired; Rear Adm. Andrew 
Long, U. S. N.; Rear Adm. Henry H. 
Hough, U. S. N., and Rear Adm. Wil- 
liam H. Standley, U. S. N. 

Adm. Eberle, died at 10:25 a. m.,, 
July 6, at the Naval Hospital, Wash- 
ington, D. C. 

Retired 2 Years Ago. 

Terminating a brilliant career in the 
United States Navy which spanned 
only three years less than a half cen- 
tury, Adm. Eberle, then the ranking 
officer on the navy list by virtue of 
seniority, and chairman of the Execu- 
tive Committee of the Navy General 
Board, wartime Superintendent of the 
United States Naval Academy, organ- 
izer and first Commander-in-Chief of 
the Battle Fleet, and Chief of Naval 
Operations for over four years, was 
relieved of all active duty on August 
17, 1928, upon reaching the statutory 
retiring age of 64. 

The career of Adm. Eberle was 
marked with notable service on ships 
of all types, both sail and steam, and 
on all the seven seas. He was a lieu- 
tenant on board the historic battleship 
Oregon in 1898 on her dash around the 
Horn, and in charge of her forward 
turret at the battle of Santiago. In 
the Philippine revolution, he saw serv- 
ice as the flag lieutenant and acting 
chief of staff to Adm. Barker, the 
Commander-in-Chief of the Asiatic sta- 
tion then in Philippine waters. His 
seamanship, for which he was noted, was 
learned under the famous old naval 
mariner, Capt. Z. L. Tanner, while serv- 
ing on board the Albatross from 1887 
to 1890, engaged in surveying duty in 
the Cape Horn waters and in charting 
the fishing banks of the Pacific off 
Alaska and the western states of the 
United States. 

As the organizer and first com- 
mander of the new Atlantic Torpedo 
Fleet from 1911 to 1913, he saw the 
tactical advantages of the destroyer 
smoke screen and hoisted the signal to 
his command during maneuvers with 
the battleships of the fleet for what 
was probably the first demonstration 
of that phase of modern warfare. The 
battleships, under Adm. Osterhaus, 
stopped their engines and were sound. 
ing their fog whistles as the torpedo 
boat destroyers steamed through the 
formation. 

Born in Texas. 

Edward Walter Eberle was born at 
Denton, Tex., on August 17, 1864, when 
the country was in the throes of the 
Civil War. When he was less than a 
year old, his family returned to Fort 
Smith, Ark., and he maintained his of- 





ficial resident at that place until his 
death. 

At the age of 17, in September 1881, 
he was appointed to the United States 
Naval Academy, as a Cadet Midship- 
man, being graduated in 1885. To his 
alma mater he was to return in after 
years for duty on various occasions, 
once serving as the Aide to the Super- 
intendent, and from 1915 to 1919 as 
Superintendent, hoisting his two-starred 
blue rear admiral’s flag on the Aca- 
demy station ship, U. S. S. Reina Mer- 
cedes, which had been captured at the 
battle of Santiago, in which battle he 
directed the fire of the forward turret 
of the Oregon. 

For the first nine years following 
his graduation from Annapolis in 1885, 
he served at sea in ships of the Pa- 
cific, Atlantic and Asiatic stations, 
among them being the U. S. S. Mohican 
(1885), Shenandoah (1886), Ranger 
(1886), Albatross (1887), Lancester 
(1891) and Marion (1893)—vessels long 
since written off the navy list. It was 
while on the Fish Commission steamer 
Albatross under Capt. Tanner, inventor 
of the Tanner sounding machine, in 
1887 that he aided in running lines of 
soundings in the waters of Cape Horn 
and then steamed in northern Pacific 
waters sounding and charting the fish- 
ing banks so that their location would 
be readily known to the fisher folk of 
Alaska and the Northwest. These fish- 
ing banks are shown on the charts is- 
sued by the Navy Hydrographic Office 
at the present time. 

In 1896, following a tour of duty at 
the Navy Academy, the then Lieuten- 
ant (junior grade) Eberle was ordered 
to the battleship Oregon which was be- 
ing completed at the builder’s yards on 
the Pacific Coast. At that time there 
were in the Navy only four vessels 
which had the modern turrets, and 
those totalled only eight, two to each 
of the four vessels. It fell to the lot 
of Lt. Eberle to the assigned as the 
turret officer of the forward turret on 
the Oregon and, after the now historic 
dash of the “Bull Dog of the American 
Navy” from the Pacific Coast around 
the Horn to join the American Fleet 
under Adm. Sampson at Santiago, he 
directed the fire of his turret upon the 
vessels of the Spanish Fleet, under 
Adm. Cevera, when they made their 
frantic dash for the open sea on July 
4, 1898. Shells from his turret assist- 
ed in the beaching of the Spanish 
cruiser “Colon.’ 

To Asiatic Fleet. 

Fortune again smiled on Lt. Eberle 
and he was next assigned in 1899 as 
the flag lieutenant and the acting chief 
of staff of the Commander-in-Chief of 
the Asiatic Fleet, Adm. Barker, who 
had relieved Adm. George Dewey fol- 
lowing the victory at Manila Bay, and 
acted in that position of responsibility 
during the Philippine revolution and 
the settlement of the insurrection. 

His next assignment of duty in 1899 
brought him back to Annapolis as the 
Aide to the Superintendent and in com- 
mand of the ships at that station 
While there he wrote the publication 
“Gun and Torpedo Drills for the United 
States Navy,” this being the first work 
dealing with the drill procedure for 
modern guns and torpedoes and form- 
ing the basis of modern naval organiza- 
tion and the drill procedure now in 
force. 

From 1901 to 1902 he again went to 
sea, this time as the gunnery officer 
of the battleship Indiana before return- 
ing to shore duty, as Aide to the Com- 
mandant of the New York Navy Yard. 
While on this assignment he was tem- 
porarily detailed to act as the Aide to 
Adm. Lord Charles Beresford of the 
Royal British Navy during the visit of 
that noted foreign naval officer to the 
United States. In 1904 on the occasion 
of the second visit of Lord Beresford 
to the United States, he was again se- 
lected by the Navy Department as the 
naval representative of the United 
States to serve him as aide. During 
the same year he acted in a similar 
capacity during the visit of the Crown 
Prince of Siam on his travels through 
this country. 

Barker’s Flag Lieutenant. 

Adm. Barker having been assigned 
to command the Atlantic Fleet he again 
sought Eberle, now a Lieutenant Com- 
mander, as his flag lieutenant. In those 
years the Fleet Commander did not 
have the staff which is now assigned to 
him to assist in the handling of de- 
tails so the flag lieutenant really car- 
ried out the duties of the officer now 
assigned as the Chief of Staff. It was 
during this tour of duty that he as- 
sisted in the installation of the first 
wireless telegraph installations on na- 
val vessels. 

With the innovation of this new 
means of communication which has be- 
come so essential to the efficiency of 





the modern fleet, it was necessary that 
instructions for the operation and use 
of wireless be drawn up with a view 
to its use in the Navy. Eberle drew 
up these instructions and devised codes 
to be used in the operation of wireless 
afloat and ashore. In an Atlantic Fleet 
scouting problem, wireless telegraph 
was first used by Eberle to expedite 
communication and facilitate the op- 
erations of the Fleet. 

In 1905 Lt. Comdr. Eberle was or- 
dered to special duty at the Naval 
War College before taking up his du- 
ties as the Recorder of the Navy De- 
partment Board of Inspection and Sur- 
vey. 

Commandant at Goat Island. 

When President Theodore Roosevelt 
sent the American Fleet on its cruiser 
around the world under Adm. “Fighting 
Bob” Evans and Adm. Sperry, Lt. 
Comdr. Eberle was on board one of the 
16 battleships making ‘the historic voy- 
age, serving as the executive officer of 
the battleship Louisiana until the ar- 
rival of the fleet at San Francisco when 
he was assigned as Commandant on 
Goat Island in San Francisco Bay. 

In 1910, at the expiration of two 
years of this service, he was to be 
given another important assignment, 
this time as Captain of the U. S. S. 
Wheeling and the senior officer pres- 
ent in command of that vessel and the 
U. S. S. Petrel on a cruise around the 
world by way of Alaska, Japan, Indian 
Ocean and the Mediterranean. 

Due to the opening of the Panama 
Canal in 1915, this cruise of the Wheel- 
ing and the Petrel was probably the 
last of such world cruises necessitat- 
ing the passage of the Straits of Mag- 
ellan or the Suez Canal to transfer 
vessels from the waters of the Pacific 
to the Atlantic. 

About this period naval architects 
had created a new type of war vessel— 
the destroyer—a speedy craft to sup- 
plant the torpedo boat and the torpedo 
boat destroyer of former days. With 
oil burning boilers and turbine engines 
they brought into play modern rapid 
fire guns and modern automobile tor- 
pedoes. The organization of these 
craft into tactical units for battle was 
essential and to Eberle was again as- 
signed the task. The Atlantic Torpedo 
Fleet was thus formed, comprising the

MEAGER SALARIES. 

Editor, Army and Navy Journal: 
| PREVIOUS letters I have com- 

mented quite freely on the meager 
salaries of Army officers, particularly 
in the grade of captain and below. 
With other conditions as they are, to 
wit, quarters that would be condemned 
by health inspectors and fire commis- 
sioners should any civilian corporation 
attempt to house their laborers in 
them; stagnation in promotion and no 
proper prospect of a career, and the 
extra demands caused by modern con- 
ditions: of living and the “sell the army 
to the public” policy, it is a wonder 
that there is any morale. 

Anyone can compare the figures for 
the basic cost of living in 1908, 1914, 
1917, 1922 and 1929. These figures are 
of record. The pay act of 1922 helped 
out the captains with many years of 
service as enlisted men and officers of 
the grade of major and above. For the 
officers of the grade of captain and be- 
low, the rates in effect in 1908 re- 
mained, very nearly, the rates of 1922. 
The only addition being the “subsist- 
ance allowance”—some of which was 
provided by a reduction in actual pay. 
It is now 1929, yet we in the lower 
rades are still being paid according to 
the rates of 1908! 

Since comparison has already been 
made by many as to the relative values 
of the dollar, I shall omit such men- 
tion here, but will endeavor to point 
out another feature to be considered. 
Nowadays our uniforms cost much 
more than in ante-bellum times—our 
only uniform, O. D., costs more to pur- 
chase and maintain than did the blues 
and O. D. of that time. Since the blue 
was for dress, the O. D. was a work 
uniform, and comparatively inexpen- 
sive—now we must have the O. D. good 
enough for dress. Whoever in the years 
before the last war ever wore import- 
ed English boots? How many officers 
used to own and wear a Tuxedo? How 
many privately owned automobiles 
were there in the Army in 1917? Our 
army women dress much better (and 
more expensively) than formerly—they 
have to; women in civilian life do, and 
these army women are supposed to 
have a social position to maintain. Due 
to the awful shacks in which we live 
most of the time, we must purchase 
and maintain more furniture (due to 
lack of issue of government furniture) 
than in the permanent posts. Even in 
some of the latter there was, until very 
recently, a lack of government furni- 
ture for issue in proper quantities. 
Living in these terrible shacks makes 
the upkeep of clothing and household 

S more expensive. These things 
should be considered in computing a 
rate of pay. 

There is also in the case of the class 
of August 30, 1917, from the United 
States Military Academy a peculiar 
anomaly in pay. This class, like the 
class of April 20, 1917, was unable to 
count cadet service for the purpose of 
computing longevity pay. The tempo- 
rary increase of 1920 provided for all 
service to count, but as it did not spe- 
cifically mention us we remained ex- 
cluded. The pay act of 1922 counted 
the same service—even counting Na- 
tional Guard service when not in Fed- 
eral service—but the Supreme Court 
reversed the decision of the Court of 
Claims—and we lost. (Reference to the 
“Noce case.’’) 

We were reduced from our tempo- 
rary ranks in 1920 to make room for 
the influx on July 1 of that year. In- 
stead of being placed among the Ist 
Lts. in accordance with service, we 
were arbitrarily placed at the bottom 
of the list of Ist Lts.—yet there was 
room to have made all of us captains. 
(Only the Corps of Engineers took ad- 
vantage of this opening.) 

By reason of having entered the 
Army at the only rank possible for us, 
2nd Lts., and not having been commis- 
sioned captains as of July 1, 1920, or 
earlier, and not having had more than 
seven years’ service to count for pay 
purposes (Cadet service being barred), 
and the pay act of July 1, 1922, pro- 
hibiting our receiving our “fogey” due 
us for over five years’ service, which 
would have become effective on August 
29, 1922, we continued to receive the 
same rate of pay as formerly by rea- 
son of the “saving clause.” Meanwhile 
officers with the same or less commis- 
sioned service received $10 per month 
more than we by reason of being com- 
missioned captains July 1 or earlier. 

In November, 1922, we were again 
reduced. Blocked by the so-called “sub- 
merged captains”—some of them 1,000 
or more files our juniors—we were not 
promoted until the fall of 1926—four 





years later. During the time we held 
reduced rank we were unable to collect 
for longevity (reference the “Eagle 
Case”). Yet during that time we com- 
pleted one pay period, passed entirely 
through another and entered a third. 
We had over nine years commissioned 
service and over twelve years 

service before we ever recived a penny 
of pay increase for length of service! 

Another anomaly in pay is that it is 
supposedly based on length of service 
alone. This is not right. It should. also 
depend somewhat on rank. As an offi- 
cer reaches higher rank his responsi- 
bilities increase and they cost more. 
His children grow older and cost more 
to raise, while this is not compensated 
for by the increase of pay for length 
of service alone. Furthermore, a 
mounted officer on reaching the grade 
of major loses his mounted pay, al- 
though he is then, more than ever, ex- 
pected to be well mounted at his own 
expense. 

The rental allowance is notoriously 
inadequate. In mentioning purchase of 
furniture earlier in the letter, I omit- 
ted the necessity therefor when serv- 
ing at a place where quarters are not 
furnished by the government. This ex- 
pense must be borne by the officer in 
addition to paying the cost of rental 
above the allowance given. 

The subsistence allowance, an ab- 
surdity which never covered the cost 
of subsistence, but only operated to re- 
duce base pay while giving a higher 
total income, has never been changed 
since 1922. (At present the enlisted 
man’s ration allowance is 50 cents per 
day.) This subsistence allowance 
should be abolished. 

Any allowance for uniforms should 
be killed, as it is a sop intended to ob- 
viate pay legislation. The only allow- 
ances should be for traveling and 
rental allowance—and they should be 
both increased. 

My proposal is that ~ay be increased 
to bring the buying equivalent of an 
officer’s pay of whatever grade equal to 
the buying equivalent of the pay of the 
same grade in 1908.

FAVORS SELECTION. 
Editor, Army and Navy Journal: 
eS have caused thee to see it 
with thine eyes, but thou 
shalt not go over thither.” With these 
words Moses was denied admittance to 
the Promised Land. How similar is the 
situation of hundreds of officers in the 
hump who can never rise above junior 
field rank. 

There must be something wrong with 
a promotion system which has come in 
for such criticism as has ours. Certain- 
ly there is dissatisfaction; slow promo- 
tion can hardly be the cause. Slow and 
intermittent promotion, often our lot, 
has never reduced Service efficiency, 
but dissatisfaction, worry and conten- 
tion can do so. 

Indicating how little the Service at 
large realizes the seriousness of the 
situation about which it is so vehement, 
practically every constructive critic 
submits preferential readjustment of 
rank for a remedy. Furthermore, those 
who have thought more deeply for a 
solution seem to see no further than 
a speeding up of promotion. Both of 
these remedies are hopeless. 

As is usual in lengthy discussions, 
disputes have been raised in, and ideas 
have been projected into this argu- 
ment, clouding or mutilating the issue. 
In order to discuss it briefly and in- 
telligently it must be stripped of these 
collateral controversies. Our present 
promotion system is basically good. It 
has merely been fed too big a meal, 
the humps, and we cannot dose the case 
with that cure-all, money—i. e., in- 
creased appropriations. Likewise, the 
promotion system, the retired list, ac- 
celeration of promotion, and preferen- 
tial readjustment of rank, now thor- 
oughly incorporated in discussion, are 
separate matters. Promotion is a pol- 
icy, retirement a reward, acceleration 
of promotion, a palliative, and read- 
justment of rank a matter of equity. 
We can now state our task; with the 
necessary changes in promotion sys- 
tem, and without additional expense, to 
spread the hump and care for other 
humps that will form in the list. 

The retired list was once the Elysian 
Fields for warriors of honest and faith- 
ful service. Once it was composed of 
Civil War and Indian War veterans, 
full of years or broken by service. Soon 
it will be composed of Spanish-Ameri- 
can War and World War veterans. 
This list was not designed to acceler- 
ate promotion, but as an adjunct to 
hold active officers on modest pay.

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Letters to Editor 
(Continued from Preceding Page) 
age, is always in our kit of tools when 


we work on promotion. 

“Acceleration of promotion” is an 
artificial condition that can be main- 
tained only by increased appropriations 
for the retired list or for discharge 
bonuses. Moreover, an attractive dis- 
charge bonus will draw out of the 
Service a disproportionately large num- 
ber of the energetic and intelligent of- 
ficers that we want to keep. As for 
other kindred expressions, we never 
had a “flow of promotion,” and when 
“officers are too old for their grades,” 
they are too old for any grade. Were 
the American captains of regulars too 
old to perform their duties at Santi- 
ago? Ithink not. Consider, too, that a 
great majority of the duties now per- 
formed by officers have little relation 
to their grades. 

There are about 35 classes of claims 
for preferential readjustment of rank 
made by about 1,300 officers, These 
claims affect about 9,000 officers, some, 
of course, falling into two or more 
classes. As it is extremely probable 
that all claimants for preferential re- 
adjustment of rank would strongly re- 
sent any changes in a promotion sys- 
tem that protects their gains, the two 
projects are not compatible. If there 
are injustices in the promotion list, 
and if their correction will not create 
others, these corrections should be 
made as a matter of right, but not in 
the mistaken idea that these are solv- 
ing the promotion problem. 

Were every officer retired whose 
original commission antedates 1917, 
the hump would still extend down into 
the captains’ list. What, then, is the ad- 
vantage in a more liberal 30-year re- 
tirement policy, or acceleration of pro- 
motion by elimination at the top? As 
it is expensive to legislate against the 
top of the list, so it is unfair to leg- 
islate against the hump. Both are in- 
tegral with the Service, the latter 
merely less fortunately placed. 

As economy will probably dictate 
that we retain all of our personnel, it 
is time that we set about spreading the 
hump. This can be done only by selec- 
tion. The Service, just as the personnel 
of a corporation, is made up of indi- 
viduals grading from superior to in- 
ferior qualities. As corporations select 
their executives and responsible men, 
so should the Service select its officers 
for positions which require intelli- 
gence, training and executive ability, 
and as corporations find it more eco- 
nomical to retain some men of below 
average and inferior qualities in sub- 
ordinate positions rather than to train 
substitutes, so should we. Practically 
every officer of possible general officer 
qualifications above the hump will 
reach some time of superiority, a grade 
that will entitle him to consideration 
for that honor. The hump also has its 
proportion of such qualified men, but 
so few can reach a grade entitling 
them to consideration that this selec- 
tion will be confined to the top of that 
class, thus virtually carrying promo- 
tion by seniority to the top of the list. 
Selection, therefore, is the only method 
by which general officer personnel can 
ever be taken from thence, and these 
men are the type which, with slow pro- 
motion in prospect, would seize the 
chance of discharge with an attractive 
bonus. 

Promotion does not qualify a man to 
train or to lead. Efficiency and economy 
require that he demonstrate first his 
fitness for increased responsibility. 
Seniority accumulates mediocrity at its 
top. Selection allows gifted and effici- 
ent men to rise to the top. Our pay 
system is now graduated so that re- 
tarded promotion is robbed of much of 
its sting. Selection, always used in 
war, may as well be used in peace to 
reward the talented. 

Selection, in order to relieve our situ- 
ation, must be extensive enough to take 
in a large proportion of field officers 
anc must extend low enough into the 
list to get good material reasonably 
early. It must enable talented officers, 
now hopelessly buried, to get to the 
top, something that no other suggested 
plan will do. 

If the plan is not sufficiently com- 
prehensive, the hump will fill the high- 
er grades before any benefit will ac- 
crue. Increasing increments should 
finally provide for selection of at least 
50 per cent of lieutenant colonels and 
smaller percentages of majors and cap- 
tains for promotion to the next higher 
grade. Sky rocketing of individuals 
should be prevented by barring a per- 
centage of the juniors of any grade 
from selection. 

Most of the opposition to such a plan 
will arise from fear of influence or fa- 
voritism. But, as boards of general of- 
ficers as now constituted do not seem 
to be affected by these factors, there is 





no reason to look for them to suddenly 
acquire strength. This objection, unless 
based on better rounds than innuendo, 
does not seem to weigh heavily against 
the necessity for relief in the promo- 
tion situation. 

Summing up, answer these questions, 
yes or no. 

Are any changes desirable or neces- 
sary in the promotion system? : 

Can we count on increased appropri- 
ations to aid in remedying the situa- 
tion? 

Will increased retirement privileges, 
acceleration of promotion, preferential 
readjustment of rank, any or all of 
them relieve the present situation? 

Will a system which will spread the 
existing hump and future humps re- 
lieve the present situation? 

Should we hold and retire in the 
lower grades men of superior qualifi- 
cations?

THE UNIFORM—AGAIN! 
Editor, Army and Navy Journal: 
S° MUCH maligned and discussed of 

late, apparently something definite 
will be done in the near future toward 
providing the Army personnel with a 
suitable dress uniform. 

During the past couple of years some 
definite, though not prominent steps in 
the improvement of the uniform have 
been made. However, much room for 
improvement remains. 

The garrison (russett) shoe has been 
returned after being A. W. O. L. for 
almost twelve years. 

The russett leather waist belt has 
likewise returned, after a long absence 
—but it is apparently misplaced on 
olive drab; it really belongs with dress 
blues along with McKeever russett 
leather cartridge box and the russett 
leather bayonet scabbard. Russett 
leather equipment always did look good 
with a blue uniform; but this does not 
apply to olive drab—the proper equip- 
ment for O. D. is, of course, web. 

Mounted troops are coming back to 
their own with the advent of the knee 
length lace boot, a fitting substitute for 
the pre-war leather mounted leggings. 
There is, however, still a discord-in the 
harmony of the mounted trooper’s 
equipment. Either all equipment should 
be russett leather to match with the 
saddle and bridle or all should be web, 
including pistol holster and rifle scab- 
bard. Well kept russett leather equip- 
ment on the individual, as well as on 
the mount would effect a great im- 
provement, and this, combined with a 
blue dress uniform, would be ideal, 
hardly subject to criticism or further 
improvement. 

The same principle would, of course, 
hold true for the dismounted soldier—- 
either all equipment to be web for O. 
D. uniform wear and russett leather 
for blue dress. 

With these changes, there will be 
real “bucking for orderly,” increased 
pride in the service as a whole, and a 
jump ix morale that would surprise 
the best of our psychologists. 

I see a vision of a cavalry organiza- 
tion, not so many years from now, 
standing formal guard mount—mount- 
ed, say, at Ft. Myer. All wear blue 
dress, white shirts and russett leather 
equipment, both personal and on the 
mount, matches exactly in color, mak- 
ing a pretty set-off to the dark blue 
coat worn by the individual trooper. I 
see russett leather bridle, saddle, rifle 
scabbard, saber scabbard, magazine 
pocket waist belt, pistol holster and the 
McKeever cartridge box; all of which 
matches to the Nth degree. Can you 
picture a ceremony more worthy of the 
pride of the citizen of our country? 

Along this same line comes also the 
discussion of the proposed “Good Con- 
duct Medal” for enlisted personnel of 
the Army. The adoption of such a med- 
al will be of great help in increasing 
the longevity of service and increase 
morale materially. 

We have been given the increased 
ration, putting us on the level of our 
sister -services— Navy and Marine 
Corps—why not complete the job now 
it has been started and bring forward 
their equals in the uniform and recog- 
nition of faithful service 

The good conduct medal could hardly 
be awarded a man serving only one en- 
listment. However, its prompt award 
upon his reenlistment would cut our 
present recruiting expenses materially, 
if not in half. Reenlistment alone 
should not warrant award of this med- 
al, but a spotless record, including even 
the absence of company punishments, 
should be required. It will surprise the 
average person how many men com- 
plete an enlistment with a record as 
spotless as this. The saying that a man 
is not a soldier unless he serve some 
time in the guard house never was the 
truth, and is farther from meaning 
anything now than ever before. It 
seems rather hard to make the requi-

A FEW “OLD TIMERS.” 
Editor, Army and Navy Journal: 
TODAY in the service of the U. S. 

Army there are just a few old 
timers with over 20 years’ service who 
are veterans of the Spanish-American 
War and Philippine Insurrection. 
These men are now in the neighbor- 
hood of 50 years old, and if they had 
not had broken time, would have re- 
tired long ago. 

There are so few of these men left 
that I believe that they should be al- 
lowed to retire upon their own request 
under the following conditions: 

“All men serving in the U. S. Army 
who have over 20 years’ service, who 
are veterans of the Spanish-American 
War or Philippine Insurrection up to 
July, 1902, to be retired at the high- 
est grade held by them at any time 
during their entire service, with the 
pay and allowances of such grade.” 

This would not only be a benefit to 
the old timer, but would create many 
vacancies among the first three grades 
which are needed by the younger effi- 
cient men of the Army who in many 
cases really deserve promotion to these 
grades. Promotion at the present time 
is blocked for just this reason. 

Bear in mind that the Navy had at 
one time a sixteen-year bill; also a 
twenty-year bill. The twenty-year bill 
is still in effect. Why classify the Army 
and Navy in the way of retirement. 
Has the Navy done any more for the 
protection of the country since the 
Civil War than the Army has? Who 
can figure out the distinction? I never 
could. 

We old timers would like to spend 
a few years of our lives away from the 
sound of the bugle and the general 
routine of the Army. We read the old 
sign, “THE ARMY NEEDS YOU,” 
years ago, and after we retire if the 
Army needs us we are where we can 
be easily found, and nobody is going 
to hide out either. 

The writer a good many years ago 
knew a corporal by the name of Green 
in the 10th Cavalry; several years 
later Green was made a sergeant and 
when congratulated upon his promo- 
tion he said, “Almighty man, I would 
never have been made only Johnson 
who was a sergeant died off after hold- 
ing the grade sixteen years. So you 
see at the present time the only way 
the Spanish-American War veteran 
can retire is to die off just as Johnson 
j F. B. H.

Citations Announced 


ANNOUNCEMENT was made this 

week of the posthumous award of 
the Distinguished Service Cross to 1st 
Lt. Victor E. Garrett, 28th Inf., 1st 
Div., and of a Silver Star Citation for 
gallantry in action to James J. Culli- 
nan, formerly sergeant, Company C, 
165th Inf., 42nd Div. 

The Citations read as follows: 

Distinguished Service Cross Citation: 
(Posthumous Award).—Victor E. Gar- 
rett, first lieutenant, while serving as 
second lieutenant, 28th Infantry, Ist 
Division, American Expeditionary 
Forces. For extraordinary heroism in 
action near Berzy-le-Sec, France, July 
19, 1918, and near Exermont, France, 
October 4, 1918. Lt. Garrett displayed 
great courage and self-sacrifice during 
the four days battle south of Soissons, 
conducting his platoon with calmness 
and good judgment, especially on July 
19, 1918, when he aided in keeping his 
company together when large shells 
struck among the men, personally su- 
pervising the care of the wounded and 
getting them to aid stations, with ut- 
ter disregard of his own safety, while 
subjected to heavy enemy artillery and 
machine-gun fire. Lt. Garrett displayed 
extraordinary heroism during the three 
days previous to the attack on Exer- 
mont, France, by refusing to be evacu- 
ated although suffering from an injury 
to his foot, remaining at his post until 
October 4, 1918, when acting as liaison 
officer he with five men were suddenly 
confronted by 20 Germans, and while 
leading the attack he made the sup- 
reme sacrifice. His dauntless courage 
and excellent example enabled his men 
to take the Germans as prisoners.

Citation for Gallantry in action (Sil- 
ver Star): James J. Cullinan, Army 
serial No. 89365), formery sergeant, 
Company C, 165th Infantry, 42d Divi- 
sion, American Expeditionary Forces.

fro four Saanee of this detachment 
were given e regular twenty-hour 
check by the plane crews of the Naval 
Air Station, Seattle, Wash. on May 
19, and a radio set was installed in 
plane Number One.

Upon arrival in Ketchikan, the De- 
tachment was met by the mayor and 
members of the chamber of commerce 
who extended the hospitality of the 
city. During the next two days, rain 
ensued. But by noon, May 25, the 
weather had cleared sufficiently to per- 
mit two planes making the flight from 
Ketchikan to Petersburg for the pur- 
pose of inspecting the site for the next 
operating base. Through the courtesy 
of Mr. Earl Ohmer, the Mayor of 
Petersburg, satisfactory arrangements 
were made for a beach for the planes 
and a dock for the Gannett and Barge 


The Gannett, with her tow, left the 
Navy Yard, Puget Sound, on May 20, 
and proceeded via the inside passage 
to Ketchikan, where they arrived on 
May 24. The aviation personnel quar- 
tered on the barge were in charge of 
Lt. E. F. Carr (SC), dubbed “Com- 
Bargoons,” during the trip. north.

support our policies in time of peace 
but for our security and very existence 
in case of war. 

The world has run over some people 
since the war. They don’t know nor 
realize what has happened. This ap- 
plies to business as well as to aviation. 
Aviation has revolutionized transporta- 
tion in some lines and has entirely 
revolutionized warfare. The nation that 
fails to appreciate this, to act accord- 
ingly, is doomed to defeat, and yet, on 
the other hand, aviation has abolished 
and replaced nothing. It will not in- 
terfere with other means of transpor- 
tation. Similarly in national defense 
and especially at sea. It is ridiculous 
to say it will supplant surface vessels, 
either merchant or Naval, and those 
who say so do so from ignorance. 

In regard to aviation as an invest- 
ment, while one must realize that avia- 
tion will probably go through a similar 
experience to that of the automobile in- 
dustry, I would urge you as patriotic 
citizens not to forget that our national 
existence, if unfortunately we are ever 
forced into a war again, will depend 
largely upon aviation, including civil 
and commercial aviation and the Air 
Mail, all of which are essential war re- 
serves. Therefore I would urge you 
to support it in every way possible 
for your country’s good in peace and 
also in war. There are some weak or- 
ganizations, some will fail, some money 
will be lost, but aviation is basically 
sound, and properly managed and fin- 
anced it is bound to win in the end. 

The science of Aeronautics is in its 
infancy. We have much to learn and 
to accomplish. Commercial and civil 
aviation are forging ahead on a solid 
and firm foundation. Their future is 
as unlimited as the sky. The Air Mail 
and the air transport are doing their 
part, and all are furnishing a reserve 
for national defense. 

Naval Aviation, the youngest branch 
of the Navy, has proved its value, that 
it is indispensable to the Navy and to 
the country in National Defense, In 
material and personnel we are not sur- 
passed by any other nation. America 
has taken its wings!

the first actual mapping flights made, 
and the completion of necessary flights 
to locate future bases and plan the 
summer’s work. Since leaving San 
Diego, a little over two weeks previous 
to this time, the four planes had flown 
about fifty hours each, through all 
kinds of weather, and in temperatures 
ranging from 100 degrees F. in the 
shade at Fresno, Calif., to 60 degrees F. 
on the first mapping flights. The De- 
tachment began the week at Ketchikan, 
the Gannett and barge moored along- 
the four planes on a beach about two 
side the Lighthouse Service Dock, and 
miles away. 

With the arrival of the Gannett and 
barge at Ketchikan, the detachment 
was complete and ready for work. The 
mapping of Kuiu Island, could be done 
from there if necessary, but it was 
planned to move north just as soon as 
a suitable base could be located. A 
move’ to Petersburg on the 27th was 
ordered after an inspection of facili- 
ties there on the 25th. Mayor Ohmer 
greeted the two planes which flew up 
to look things over, offering the keys 
to the city, which he carries on a 
fairly large key ring, and every as- 
sistance. 

On May 27, the Gannett with the 
barge in tow departed for Wrangell. 
Planes One and Two left Ketchikan 
for Sitka, but were forced to turn 
back south of Barahof Island on ac- 
count of fog. The planes proceeded 
to Wrangell and awaited the arrival of 
the Gannett. 

The following mention is made of 
the performance of the radio equip- 
ment first installed in Plane Number 
One upon arrival at Sand Point, Seattle, 
Wash. 

Arrangements made in _ advance 
through diplomatic channels provided 
for cooperation of Canadian Govern- 
ment Radio Stations in British Colum- 
bia and the Yukon Territory. It was 
decided to take full advantage of this 
by installing an SE-1385-A transmitter 
and SE-2465-A receiver in order that 
weather reports could be received di- 
rect from distant stations ahead during 
the flight north. Shortly after leav- 
ing Seattle, the Canadian Station at 
Vancouver, B. C., called Plane Num- 
ber One. Apparently the operator had 
intercepted conversation between the 
plane and the Naval Radio Station, 
Bremerton. From that time on, until 
the planes landed at Ketchikan the 
next evening, there was not a time 
when the flight leader could not obtain 
a report on weather cnnditions all along 
the line in a very few minutes. Chief 
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Radioman Hicks states that the Can- 


adian stations repeatedly held up ship 
traffic to answer him. Those Canadian 
stations worked were Vancouver, Cape 
Lazo, Alert Bay, Bull Harbor, Dead 
Tree Point and Prince Rupert. In re- 
gard to distance, Plane Number One 
was heard by the U. S. Army Station 
at Ketchikan while passing Seymour 
Narrows in British Columbia. This is 
an airline distance of almost four hun- 
dred miles. While passing Prince Rup- 
ert, B. C., two way communications 
were established with a Japanese mer- 
chant vessel two days out of Seattle 
en route to Japan. Radio equipment 
is to be kept in Plane Number One 
during the entire summer. While map- 
ping planes are out it is the standby 
plane, kept ready for flight on short 
notice. Once in the air, communica- 
tion can be established immediately 
with one of the Army or Navy Radio 
stations in Southeastern Alaska. 

The principal value of the plane radio 
in Alaska, however, is in getting the 
weather ahead along the line of flight. 
The weather changes so rapidly at 
times that a weather report received 
just before leaving the ground may be 
of no use a half hour later. Where the 
desired line of flight takes the planes 
into an area of reduced vsibility, it is 
imperative to know definitely whether 
or not it is a local disturbance or one 
which covers a large area. The end 
of the first week’s operations found 
the detachment well shaken down. The 
weather was “usual”, rain, hail and 
fog, interspersed with sunshine. It is 
a case of waiting for the breaks. The 
detachment is to remain at Petersburg 
until the mapping of Kuiu and the 
southern end of Baranof is completed,

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Aeronautical Notes 


EVELOPMENTS in the field of aero- 

nautics which bid fair to heighten the 
safety factor of air travel were out- 
lined by Harry F. Guggenheim, presi- 
dent of the Daniel Guggenheim fund 
for the Promotion of Aeronautics, in a 
radio address recently. 

Among the matters that need addi- 
tional impetus, he said, are the fol- 
lowing: 

“1, The Federal Government should 
provide a comprehensive, intensive 
weather service for aviation through- 
out the United States. In the past 
year the fund, in covperation with the 
government services and the Pacific 
Telephone and Telegraph Co., organ- 
ized under the direction of Dr. C. G. 
Rossby, a Demonstration Weather Serv- 
ice between Los Angeles and San Fran- 
cisco, The Federal Government has 
made an appropriation for the continua- 
tion of this service and for some exten- 
sion of it. Organized intensive weather 
service, however, must be provided for 
the whole country. 

“2. The Federal Government should 
regulate the operation of airplanes and 
the movements of visitors at airports. 
The rapidity with which airports have 
sprung up all over the country, and in 
addition certain legal technicalities of 
jurisdiction find us without adequate 
airport discipline. Proper regulation at 
airports can eliminate collisions in the 
air and on the ground as well as the 
serious danger to bystanders who crowd 
flying fields, unconscious that they may 
be in the path of some approaching 
plane or, if at rest, of. its invisible 
propeller. 

“3. Every state should pass aviation 
legislation in conformity with the Fed- 
erals laws. At the present time, it is 
possible for unlicensed planes and per- 
sonnel to operate within the confines of 
some of the states of the Union without 
the safeguards that the highly organ- 
ized Aeronautics Branch of the Depart- 
ment of Commerce has developed. 

“4, Every state should take the in- 
itiative in the development of a net- 
work of landing fields within the state 
at 10-mile intervals. We have been 
asking men to do what, with some rare 
exceptions, self-respecting birds would 
not consider for a moment; namely, fly- 
ing over territory where they could not 
land with ease and safety whenever it 
seemed wise to do so on account of 
weather conditions, or other reasons. 
I recently contributed a memorandum 
on the legislatures of the states and 
the Congress of the United States, 
pointing out that 3 per cent of the 
area devoted to railroads and roads in 
this country would provide a compre- 
hensive system of landing fields for 
aviation. This would mean that at 
least temporary landing fields would 
be located throughout the country at 
intervals of 10 miles in each direction; 
hence an airplane need never be more 
than 5 miles from a landing field or, 
in other words, be outside of gliding 
distance if flying at an altitude of 
4,000 or 5,000 feet. When the engine 
stops in an airplane, it can glide to 
safety aproximately six miles in any 
direction for each mile that it is above 
the ground. 

“5. Every community with a popula- 
tion of between 1,000 and 50,000 in- 
habitants should mark its name on at 
least one of the most prominent roofs 
in the town. Sign posts of this kind 
for the airplane are an absolutely es- 
sential item in the safety of air trans- 
portation. For the past six months 
the Fund, with the cooperation of the 
Post Office Department and other agen- 
cies, has now been working to accom- 
plish this town identification. To date 
about 5,500 of the 7,500 towns of in- 
termediate size throughout the country 
have either completed indentification or 
are in the process of doing so. There 
still remain about 2,000 towns which 
have not responded to this project and 
so are making no effort to become part 
of the nation’s air transport system. 

“In conclusion, there is no reason 
why today the public should not fly 
with confidence, but before doing so 
they should make sure that there ex- 
ists the following m the passenger 
air transport system that they would 
patronize: 

“1. Multi-engine planes capable of 
flying on the disability of at least one 
engine. 

“2. Two pilots licensed by the Fed- 
eral Government. 

“3. Planes and engines licensed by 
the Federal Government. 

“4. Adequate landing facilities over 
the route to be flown. 

“5. Intensive weather reporting serv- 
ice over the route to be flown, 

“6. Wireless or at least a visual 
communication system between the 
plane and the airway. 

“7, Last, and most important of all, 














Would Rebuild Barracks 


BILL providing for construction at 

Ft. McKinley, Portland, Me., was 
favored by the Secretary of War in a 
letter to the House Committee on Mik 
itary Affairs. The bill, H. R. 707, would 
authorize the appropriation for 
construction, which would cost abo 
$50,000. 

“On January 15, 1929,” the Secre- 
tary wrote, “one of the barracks at this 
post was destroyed by fire. The com- 
pany which was quartered in this bar- 
rack is now quartered with another 
company. This raises certain difficul- 
ties in administration, discipline an 
training. 

“Even before this barrack was de- 
stroyed, there were certain times of the 
year, notably during the summer traine 
ing period, when barrack accommoda- 
tions were not sufficient for the post. It 
is considered necessary that the re 
placement of the burned barrack be ac- 
complished as soon as possible. Pend- 
ing reconstruction, it will be necessary 
to care for summer trainees at this post 
in tents. 

“The item for this same construc- 
tion, which is included in H. R. 1665, 
should be eliminated from that bill 
That bill is the general army housing 
bill for the F. Y. 1932. It authorizes 
the new construction for which appro- 
priations will be requested for that fis» 
cal year. 

“The item in question is out of place 
in that bill, as it does not pertain to the 
new housing program, but covers re- 
construction of a previously existin 
building destroyed by fire. It shoul 
be handled in a separate bill as an 
emergency measure, so that funds may 
be obtained as soon as possible and 
without reference to the limitations in 
housing funds set up for the F. Y. 
1932.”

Based on incomplete returns from 
the air transport operators of the 
United States, for the second six 
months of 1928 the income would ap- 
pear to total twice that for the whole 
year of 1927, the Department of Com- 
merce announced this week. 

Nineteen of the 41 operators in this 
period cooperated with the Department 
by furnishing revenues and expenses, 
Revenues totaled $3,858,020 (as against 
$2,201,150 for the whole of 1927 for 
17 operators). Expenses were $2,653,- 
052 for the second six months (as 
against $2,151,340 for 17 of the 21 op- 
erators for all 1927. Nine of the 19 re- 
porting the second period of 1928 had 
a revenue of $3,238,057; expenses $1,- 
646,148. The U. S. mail revenues alone 
for the 28 mail routes for the period 
were $5,103,825. 

Twenty-nine of the 41 operators re- 
ported in use and reserve at the end 
of the year 268 airplanes valued at $5,- 
226,570, not including those used for 
air service operations only. The total 
personnel employed by 19—28 op- 
erators was 1,036, of which 275 were 
pilots, 499 mechanics and 262 others. 

Pilots’ base pay averaged for 25 op- 
erators, $194 a month, with $.055 a 
mile for day flying and $.093 a mile for 
night flying. The base and mile rate 
averaged $463.51 a month. Each pilot 
flew an average of 68 hours a month. 

The 9 companies reporting profita- 
ble operation had a surplus of $1,591,- 
909 over their expenses of $1,646,148. 

The cost per mile for the 2,372,165 
miles flown by the nine was $.694. The 
lowest cost of this group was $.291 a 
mile while the highest was $2.573. 
Omitting this one high item, which is 
twice that of the next highest operator 
the average would be $.659. Where 
new construction or equipment is 
charged in one year, obviously the 
mile-rate must suffer and it is obvious 
that this high figure is an improper 
one. As in 1927, it appears that the 
longer routes are generally those with 
the lower cost per airplane mile. 

Operations of multi-engined planes 
seem to vary from $.753 to $1.07 while 
the single-engined 200 horsepower job 
averages $.71 for 4 operators.

Ft. Williams (Special)—The 5th In- 
fantry has just completed its marks- 
manship season with the splendid rec- 
ord of 99.09 per cent of its men quali- 
fied as expert riflemen, sharpshooters 
or marksmen with the rifle, and 100 
per cent with the machine gun. 

This is a record that will probably 
lead all Infantry Regiments of the 
Army in the United States. While the 
records of the various regiments for 
this year are not yet available for com- 
parison, the 5th Infantry’s record for 
this year is better than was made by 
any regiment last year, with the ex- 
ception of the 22nd Infantry at Ft. 
McPherson, Ga., which qualified a 
fraction of 1 per cent higher than the 
record made by the 5th this year. Last 
year the 5th Infantry qualified only 
94.98 per cent with the rifle. Of all the 
men required to fire the rifle only five 
men failed to qualify as marksmen or 
better, in spite of the fact that firing 
started early in April when weather 
conditions were very unfavorable for 
shooting. 

Six of the nine rifle companies qual- 
ified 100 per cent. These companies and 
their commanders are:

M4!- GEN. ELI K. COLE, age 62 

years, Commandant of the U. S. 
Marine Corps, department of the Pa- 
cific, who died at the Letterman Gen- 
eral Hospital, San Francisco, Calif., 
July 4, 1929, as noted in the Army and 
Navy Journal of July 6, was born in 
New York, September 1, 1867, and was 
appointed to the Naval Academy from 
that State in 1883. Following four 
years at the Academy and a tour of 
duty afloat as a Passed Midshipman, 
he was transferred to the Marine 
Corps in 1890 as a second lieutenant. 
After eleven years of duty at sea and 
at home stations he went to the Philip- 
pines for expeditionary duty as a cap- 
tain. In the Islands his most important 
duty was that of Adjutant General of 
the First Brigade. While in the Phil- 
ippines he became a major and re- 
turned to the United States where he 
was on duty in Washington until 1903 
when he took over command of the 
Marine Barracks, Philadelphia, Pa. 
From Philadelphia he left for the sec- 
ond foreign expedition in command of 
a battalion of marines ordered to Pan- 
ama. After the Panama expedition he 
returned to the United States and in 
1908 entered the Army War College 
and was promoted to lieutenant colonel. 
In the same year he took command of 
an expeditionary force for service in 
Panama. 

Upon his return from Panama he re- 
sumed his studies at the War College 
from which he graduated. In 1909 
he again sailed for the Isthmus in com- 
mand of the Second Regiment and re- 
turned to the United States in 1910. 
For a time he was in command of the 
Marine Officers’ School at Port Royal, 
S. C., and from 1911 until 1914 he was 
attached to Headquarters, Marine 
Corps, Washington. In 1914 he took 
part in the advance base maneuvers 
on the Island of Culebra in the West 
Indies. Upon his return he was pro- 
moted colonel and in 1915 he took part 
in the Haitian expedition in command 
of the regiment of marines. 

While in Haiti, he saw much active 
service in command of forces operat- 
ing in the northern part of the Re- 
public against hostile natives. In 1916 


serving in Haiti and a year later was 
promoted brigadier general. In 1918 
he returned to the United States and 
on September 13 sailed for France to 
join the American Expeditionary 
Forces in command of the 5th Brigade 
of marines. While in France he served 
at the front as observer with the Sec- 
ond Division during the engagements 
north of Blonc Mont. He later com- 
manded the first Depot Division of the 





41st Division, the American Embarka- | 


tion at LeMorns and the forwarding 
camp of the American Embarkation 
Center. He returned to the United 


States on April 8, 1919, and later was | 


Commanding General of the Marine 
Barracks, Parris Island, S. C. In June, 
1924, he was promoted to the temporary 
rank of major general, which was 
later made permanent, and shortly af- 
ter his promotion assumed command 
of the Marine Barracks, Quantico, Va. 
He was frequently on temporary duty 
in Washington as president of the Ma- 
rine Examining Board. 

In 1927 he went to San Francisco as 
Commanding General, Department of 
the Pacific, where he served until his 
death. Gen. Cole was awarded the 
Navy Cross in 1920 for his service in 
Haiti and “for friendly and efficient 
efforts for the improvement of the edu- 
cational and social conditions of the 
Haitian people.” Gen. Cole is survived 
by his widow, Mrs. Emilie M. Cole, 
and a son, Lt. Maxwell Cole, U. S. N., 
retired.

new destroyers and the submarines of 
the day. It was at this time that he 
conceived the smoke screen tactics 
which have played such a part in sub- 
sequent operations of the destroyer 
and which were tried out in maneuvers 
against the battleships of the Atlantic 
Fleet off Block Island in 1912. Avia- 
tion was now in its infancy in the 
Navy. Eberle used planes of Guan- 
tanamo, Cuba, in 1913 to determine the 
depths at which submerged submarines 
might be detected from the air. 


Secret Mission to Europe. 

At the Naval War College for in- 
struction in 1913, he put on paper the 
mine-laying and mine-sweeping tactics 
for use in the United States Navy. He 
was temporarily detailed during the 
same year on a secret mission to Eu- 
rope in connection with the Navy and 
visited the capitals of several foreign 
countries. Returning from that as- 
signment he was next placed in com- 
mand of the United States Naval Forces 
in the waters of San Domingo and while 
commanding the armored cruiser Wash- 
ington raised the blockade which had 
been established, suppressed the revo- 
lution and supervised the election of 
the new President of the country. The 
experience acquired in this duty was in. 
valuable to him when, as the Chief of 
Naval Operations, he acted as the ad- 
visor to high governmental officials 
at the outbreak of the civil war in 
Nicaraugua in 1927. 

Returning to home shores once again, 
he was delegated to the command of 
the Washington Navy Yard and Gun 
Factory, where he instituted the plan- 
ning division now in operation there. 

The year 1915 brought his selection 
as the Superintendent of the United 
States Naval Academy and there he 
remained during the years of the World 
War. With the entrance of the United 
States into the struggle, the result ex- 
pansion of the Navy until it numbered 
half a million men brought increased 
need for officer personnel. The Navy 
Department placed the training of 
these officers in the hands of the re- 


| cently promoted Rear Adm. Eberle. Not 


only were augmented classes of mid- 
shipmen placed in training and gradu- 
ated in the shortened period of three 
years but large numbers of college 


graduates and students as well as com-’ 


petent enlisted men from the Fleets 
were sent to Annapolis where they con- 
stituted Naval Reserve Officers Train- 
ing Classes, about five of which were 
graduated and sent forth with commis- 
sions. As a result of the excellent 
service to his country at Annapolis he 
was rewarded through the award of 
the Distinguished Service Meda! for 
World War Services with the following 
citation: 

“For exceptionally meritorious serv- 
ice in a duty of great responsibility as 
Superintendent of the U. S. Naval Aca- 
demy.” 

Last Sea Duty. 

Once again, 1919, Adm. Eberle was 
ordered to sea, this new assignment be- 
ing the last afloat in his varied career. 
For two years he commanded the Fifth 
and then the Seventh Battleship Divi- 
sion of the Fleet. Aviation had now 
become a definite factor in the organi- 
zation of the Fleet and the amalgama- 
tion of the new arm was the cause of 
much study on his part. A new sys- 
tem of signals, the new fleet tactics 
resulting from the studies of the World 
War, and the wider use of the radio, 
or wireless telegraph which he had 
helped establish years before were 
other developments which he saw 
brought into use in the fleet. 

Upon the retirement of Adm. Hugh 
Rodman in 1921, Adm. Eberle was 
chosen as his successor and assumed 
command of the Pacific Feet with the 
temporary rank of Admiral. The ves- 
sels of the Pacific Fleet had been trans- 
ferred from the Atlantic to the Pacific 
in 1919. During the command of Adm.

Financial Digest 
(CHARACTERISTICS of railroad 
traffic are discussed in a recent is- 
sue of a Fortnightly Review released 
by G. M.-P. Murphy and Co., as fol- 
lows: 

It is a normal characteristic of traf- 
fic to trend upward during the year to 
a peak at the height of the crop-mov- 
ing season around October. A high 
rate of traffic during the first five 
months is thus not a guarantee of rec- 
ord breaking earnings throughout the 
year. The high levels of early 1927 
traffic were considerably moderated 
during the second six months, the peak 
being registered in the early part of 
September at a level almost 7 per cent 
below the high point of 1926, regis- 
tered in the last week of October in 
that year. In any event, the railroad 
shares have a substantial backlog in 
earnings realized for the year to date 
and if business activity continues un- 
abated should show gratifying results 
also for the balance of the period. 

Stock market observers have stressed 
continuously the relatively high ratio 
of earnings and dividends to share 
prices found in the railroad group as 
compared with that existing in other 
important sections of the stock list. 
The advantages of railroad shares 
from the viewpoint of desirability as 
loan collateral have also been empha- 
sized. Speculative enthusiasm for rail 
shares, however, has been conspicuous 
primarily by its absence, but there 
may be some significance in the fact 
that railroad share prices, as mirrored 
in the movement of popular averages, 
over a period of months have been 
steadier than industrial share prices 
and have held closer to the recent high 
points of the averages. 

Even the O’Fallon decision has not 
stimulated the rail share market to 
the extent that many had expected but 
this is due in our opinion, as previously 
stated, to a failure to give the decision 
its full value. Its real speculative ef- 
fect will be seen if it inspires railroad 
managements to greater liberality to- 
ward their stockholders and brings on 
a period marked by capitalization of 
accumulated surpluses and increasing 
cash dividends, developments more 
stimulating to the stock trader.

A-27362. (S)..Pay—Leave of ab- 
sence—Caretakers—National Guard. 

Apparently caretakers detailed or em- 
ployed pursuant to section 90 of the 
National Defense Act of June 3, 1916, 
as amended, are not employes of the 
United States and are not entitled to 
military leave under section 80 of said 
act, 39 Stat. 203. Commissioned and 
enlisted caretakers granted leave au- 
thorized by changes No. 1, N. G. R. 
79, April 1, 1927, who attended the an- 
nual encampments of their organiza- 
tions during the period of such leave, 
are entitled to pay in both capacities. 

A-25225. (S) Pay—Absence under 
civil arrest—Army enlisted men. Where 
an enlisted man of the Army was ar- 
rested by civil authorities on a charge 
of theft and after being confined in the 
county jail for several months he is 
discharged therefrom on a writ of 
habeas corpus, no true bill having been 
found by the grand jury, and there is 
no evidence that the failue to prose- 
cute was because the man had made 
reparation, payment of pay is author- 
ized for the period he was absent from 
military control and in the hands of the 
civil authorities, if his military status 
continued during that period. 

A-26218. (S) Pay—Leave of ab- 
sence—Army officer in an excess leave 
status. 
leave year of an officer is concident 
with the fiscal year, and where an of- 
ficer of the Army is granted leave of 
absence which will extend into the fol- 
lowing fiscal year, although granted in 
terms of months and days, he is en- 
titled to full pay and allowances while 
on leave during the current fiscal year 
only to the extent of the leave then to 
his credit, and thereafter, to the end 
of the current fiscal year, only half-pay 
and no allowances are authorized. 

A-24196. (S) Pay—Retired Army 
Officer—Commissioned Service in the 
National Guard after retirement. A 
second lieutenant, United States Army, 
retired for disability in line of duty 
prior to July 1, 1922, may not include 
in the computation of his service for 
purposes of comparison under the act 
of May 8, 1926, 44 Stat. 417, to deter- 
mine period and length of service pay 
under the act of June 19, 1922, 42 
Stat. 625, as amended, any period of 
time during which he has held a com- 
mission as an officer of the National 
Guard, not in Federal Service, since his 
retirement. The act of May 8, 1926, 
44 Stat. 417, does not authorize, in the 
computation of service for purposes of 
comparison thereunder, to determine pe- 
riod and length of service pay under 
the act of June 10, 1922, 42 Stat.

A-27676. (S) Disability compensa- 
tion—Minor children. The authority in 
Sec. 201(f) subdivision 3 of the World 
War Veterans’ Act 43 Stat. 617 as 
amended by act of May 29, 1928, 45 
Stat. 966, to continue disability compen- 
sation payments to or in behalf of a 
child after it becomes 18 years of age 
and until it becomes 21 when such child 
is pursuing a course of instruction at 
an educational institution, does not au- 
thorize the continuance of such pay- 
ments to or for a child attending the 
Military Academy. 6 Comp. Gen. 288. 

A-27727. (S) Pay—Philippine Con- 
stabulary Service—Retired Army Offi- 
cer. Services in the Philippine Con- 
stabulary may not be counted by an 
Army officer retired under section 24b 
of the act of June 4, 1920, 41 Stat. 773, 
in computing the percentage of active 
pay payable as retired pay, but may 
be credited in the computation of long- 
evity and period pay, upon which the 
retirement percentage fixed by the law 
is applicable.

Leigh on Personnel 
(Continued from First Page) 
sive aviation training and become a 

pilot. 

Constant study has also been made 
of ail other courses of instruction for 
enlisted men. That the men are better 
prepared and apply themselves more 
assiduously at the schools is shown by 
the following data relative to our larg- 
est schools: 

Scholarship Improves. 

In the Machinist’s Mates School the 
percentage that failed in 1928 was 51; 
in 1929, 21. 

In the Hospital Schools, in 1928, 51 
per cent; in 1929, only 31 per cent. 

In the Electrical Schools, in 1928, +1 
per cent, and in 1929, 18 per cent. 

The Training Division of the Bureau 
of Navigation completed several new 
correspondence training courses, and it 
is believed that school facilities have 
been considerably improved. A deep 
sea diving school has been established 
during the last fiscal year and is now 
in successful operation. In this school 
enlisted volunteers are given a course 
embracing the most advanced ideas in 
existence in all methods of deep sea 
diving. At the conclusion of such course 
these exnert divers are being distribut 
ed to submarine rescue vessels and to 
other vessels of the U. S. Navy having 
divine equipment so that should there 
develop anv need for expert divers at 
any point thev will be at hand. 

Volunteer Work. 

While it is not generally known, it 
is nevertheless a fact that the enlisted 
personnel of the United States Navy 
submarines is made up entirely of vol- 
unteers. The increased pay granted by 
Congress to men serving on submarine 
duty and for divers has been of great

assistance in improving personnel con- 
ditions in submarine and diving work. 

It is believed that the Bureau of 
Naviration has improved conditions of 
distribution of enlisted men. especially 
of those heing sent to foreign stations, 
such as the Asiatic Station, so that 
quotas to meet replacements on those 
stations are made up as far as possible 
from volunteers, and such quotas are 
met hy gradual increments so _ that 
there is very little apprehension mani- 
fested on the part of enlisted personnel 
in reward to assignment to duty. In this 
connection it may be stated that re- 
cruits upon completion of recruit train- 
ing are now being sent to the Asiatic 
Station, which is an indication of the 
increased confidence the Bureau has in 
the quality of such men. 

Considerably improved conditions in 
regard to the petty officer situation | 
have become evident during the past 
fiscal year. The improved methods of 
instruction of non-rated men, together 
with the assignment of responsible of- 
ficers with considerable enlisted person- 
nel experience to staff dutv in the Bat- 
tle Fleet and Scouting Fleet has re- 
sulted in largely eliminating the short- 
age which existed in petty officer rat- 
ings at the beginning of the fiscal year 
1929. As more men reach sixteen years 
of service and transfer to the Fleet 
Naval Reserve, better conditions of 
promotion to the rating of chief petty 
officer have been possible. In most of 
the 43 rating groups of the men in the 

1, S. Navy, promotion is reasonably 
certain and comparatively rapid for 
the efficient and ambitious man. En- 
listed men are now being examined an- 
nually for warrant ranks and improved 
conditions are noted among the appli- 
cants for the various commissions that 
are open to them. 

Health Improves. 

As medical science shows a steady 
improvement year by year, this is ac- 
curately reflected by improved condi- 
tions of health in the enlisted person- 
nel of the Navy. It is not believed thai 
there is a hea'thier body of men in ex- 
istence :or a greup whese health is 





For instance, net desertions in the U. 
S. Navy in 1925 were 991. In 1929 net 
desertions were 528, a reduction of 47 
per cent. While this reduction has been 
steady, yet in the past fiscal year net 
desertions decreased 34 per cent. It is 
believed that reduction is due to the 
better quality of the enlisted personnel. 
In the past fiscal year 72.8 per cent of 
men whose enlistments expired reen- 
listed. Last year this percentage was 
68.5 per cent. This also is an index of 
improved conditions. The total number 
of discharges for causes other than ex- 
piration of enlistment are as follows:
